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U.S.A. DOLLARS vs. RED PROPAGANDA 


“Go Home, Americans" — a more universal demand 
in Europe than American military and economic aid 


wan outside LeHavre along the railroad that leads 
to Paris a homemade sign has been nailed to a tree. 
For many a newly-arrived traveler its dripping red 
letters are a first impression of Europe. It reads in 
English: “U. 8. Go Home.” No one has bothered to 
take it down. 

The crude message reflects anti-American feeling 
that is on the increase in Western Europe. Hostility 
toward the United States today is greater than at any 
time since World War II. With these gathering po- 
litical clouds two facts stand out: One, in great 
measure anti-Americanism has had the helping hand 
of the Communists who have profited immensely from 
it. Two, hostility toward the United States has man- 
aged to exist side by side with wholesale American 
aid during the last thirteen years. 

Since 1945 the countries of Western Europe have 
received: more than $35 billion in American military 
and economic assistance through the European Recov- 
ery Program and NATO, most of it in the form of 
outright gifts; many hundred millions more in private 
aid contributed by American wage earners individ- 
ually through CARE and other organizations; exten- 
sive economy-bolstering tariff concessions; and the 
placement of 350,000 American troops on the conti- 
nent to defend it against the Soviet military threat. 

With the greatest spiritual assets any nation ever 
possessed, the United States has curiously tried to 
buy its way in Europe. We have relied heavily on 
our material generosity. Not only has this failed to 
make us popular, but worse still, it has not always 
been an effective counter to the stiff challenge of 
Communist propaganda and brazened lies about the 
United States. 

Communist propaganda is capable of direct and 
undisguised attack. But in recent years this extreme 
has not always been necessary. The Communist par- 
ties have been able to exploit misunderstanding about 
the United States and help fan a smoldering sense of 
national frustration into a “hate America” passion. 
Often the Communists have little to do but count up 
the psychological warfare profits as ignorance and 
envy, fight their battle for them. 

Occasionally wild stories and notions about the 
United States have gained wide circulation. A French 
magazine recently featured, in all seriousness, an ar- 
ticle about the “alliance” between the FBI and the 
Ku Klux Klan. An American tourist may hear well- 
educated Englishmen complain that every year thou-

sands of Americans come to Britain to take advantage 
of free (socialized) medical care! 

More often hostility toward America is rooted in 
national pride. Narrow elements in every country 
have never forgiven the United States for its part as 
rich ally and generous big brother. Often the agoniz- 
ing adjustment to post-war realities of waning em- 
pires and military and economic decline, has been 
achieved by making a scapegoat of the United States 
whenever possible. 

In West Germany where the “go home” slogans 
originated, incidents involving American servicemen 
are often grotesquely magnified, even though the num- 
ber of clashes between GI’s and civilians is below the 
level in the United States. In Britain gleeful barbs 
at America in the daily press reflect the bitter frus- 
tration of a country recently supplanted in its historic 
role as leader of the Western nations. 

Smiling upon this predicament of the unloved bene- 
factor are the Soviet propaganda chiefs. In coun- 
tries where larger Communist parties exist as in Italy 
and France, their propagandists have openly encour- 
aged misjudgment of and prejudice, however unfair, 
against the United States. In other countries the 
approach has been more veiled. But it tends always 
to prey upon the same people — the gullible and the 
cynical. 

No better echo of the Communist anti-American 
line can be heard than the rationalization about Amer-

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ican aid practiced by many non-Communists. “We 
are grateful for your assistance,” they will tell you, 
“But, of course, you give it so you can dominate the 
world and eventually make war.” 

Soviet propaganda can’t mate an Austrian frau hate 
an American refrigerator or an Italian farmer curse 
his “made in U.S.A,’ tractor, but it can convince them 
that workers are exploited in the United States, that 
under capitalism the rich get richer and the poor get 
poorer, that American Indians are kept in concentra- 
tion camps, that black is white. 

The people who believe these lies are not any more 
or less wicked than people anywhere else. But they 
do have a capacity for believing absurdities. They 
are often people who would never think of voting 
Communist in an election, but who have swallowed 
the Communist propaganda line completely. 

An example of Communist so-called “truth” that 
has gained wide credulity among the gullible is the 
claim that the Soviet production system is superior to 
America’s. The sputniks are thought to demonstrate 
this. American economy and technology have an in- 
herent flaw and cannot match Russia’s in a showdown, 
the Communists say. 

Even many of the leading churches which have been 
a bulwark against Communism in Western Europe are 
not off limits as potential audience for anti-American 
attack. Cleverly and often anonymously the Commu- 
nist parties have encouraged the belief that the United 
States is a nation of drunks, gangsters, and the sex- 
ually depraved. Exported American movies are point- 
ed to as “proof” of how life is in the United States. 
The Communists do not expect to win many recruits 
among the churchmen but they have, through them, 
with some success, cast suspicion on American moral 
standards. 

Comunists have also perfected the Hitler-Goebbels 
technique of the big lie, on the theory that the more 
whopping the charge, the more likely it will be be- 
lieved. In France they have insinuated that the 
United States wants the French out of Algeria so it 
can move in. Since vast oil deposits have been dis- 
covered in the Sahara this wild idea has gained con- 
siderable credence. To further inflame the French, 
the Communists have suggested that the United States 
has made a secret arms deal with the Algerian rebels 
so that when the French are at last thrown out, 
American “big business” interests will gain handsome 
oil concessions in the desert, 

Many of the more successful and graphic Soviet 
propaganda thrusts have been in the sphere of se- 
mantics. By taking a simple term like “warmonger” 
and putting “American” in front of it, they have 
propaganda. It is then repeated day after day in the 
Communist press and on radio until it begins to 
drone into the heads of those who listen as though 
it were the most natural phrase in the world. Another 
simple but effective use of words has been the repeated 
emphasis that Americans are not Europeans. All 
over the continent the message is hammered out: 
“Russians are Europeans. We have the same inter- 
ests and desires as you have. Americans are outsiders.” 

Together with diplomacy, economic planning, and 
armed force, Communist propaganda is an instrument 
of total policy. As the long run aim of Communism 
is world domination, the purpose of its propaganda is 
to economize on the material cost of that domination. 
Propaganda softens up the opposition, in this case 
American influence in Western Europe, and makes 
conquest by arms or political maneuver that much 
easier. 

It is with this thought that Communist parties in 
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“U.S. Go Home” Spreads Throughout France 


the countries of Western Europe apply their anti- 
Americanism. Party leaders like Togliatti in Italy 
and Duclos in France have received special training 
in one or more of the 6,000 agitation-propaganda 
schools behind the Iron Curtain. Every party intel- 
lectual is expected to be a part-time propagandist. 
The efforts of these national Communist parties are 
braced by Russia which spends more than a billion 
dollars a year on propaganda, Over 375,000 full-time 
propagandists are employed by the Communists, as 
well as part-time propagandists numbering 2.1 mil- 
lion (about the same size as the United States Army). 

France today is the best example of a country where 
a concerted Communist anti-American campaign has 
taken root. It has helped to make France, our oldest 
ally, the focal point of anti-Americanism in Western 
Europe. French hostility toward us has taken on the 
characteristics of a mad dog, running about in all 
directions, snapping at anything in sight. American 
political behavior is allegedly the source of all French 
troubles. 

Bitterly abusive letters appear in Paris newspapers. 
An American traveler may park his car and return to 
find that it has been the target for soft fruit. Prices 
are apt to go up as soon as local ears discern the ac- 
cent of an American. Yet the same Americans who 
as tourists contribute millions of hard dollars to the 
French economy each year, may be loudly denounced 
as pinchpennies if they object to a stiff price. 

Out in the French provinces a candidate for local 
office often has no greater political asset than a round 
of condemnations of the United States. Anyone with 
an attack to make on “!’Oncle Sam” is assured of find- 
ing ready ears. 

Perhaps nowhere is French opinion more irrational 
and inconsistent than in the “double” criticism of the 
United States. After the war the complaint was that 
America was giving too little too late, and unless big 
economic aid were forthcoming, France would go 
Communist. When the floodgate of assistance was 
opened, the United States was soon accused of being 
immoderately anti-Communist and bent on leading 
France and Europe into war. Then when America 
did not support the Anglo-French invasion of Suez, 
the same Americans were decried as “pacifists.” Now 
the French contend the United States is supporting the 
Algerian rebels and because of this, France cannot 
win the African war. 

The French Communist Party has encouraged blam- 
ing the United States wherever possible. Every day

(COMMUN ISM thrives on discord, distrust and dis- 

harmony, and the version of Marxism behind the 
Bamboo Curtain is no different than practiced behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

If one is to understand the Oriental version of 
Communism, one must study the lives of Mao Tse-Tung 
and Chou En-lai. 

The leaders of the Western world have little knowl- 
edge of the Oriental mind . . . his concept of morality 
and justice . . . and less of international politics as 
practiced by men warped by theories of Marxism. 

Should the Western world be lulled into compla- 
cency about Russian-Chinese relations, they should be 
reminded of Mao’s praise of the cooperation that ex- 
ists between the two large Communist countries. 

“Should the Imperialists (the United States) start 
a war of aggression, we, together with the people of 
the whole world, will certainly wipe them out clean 
from the surface of the globe. 

“Internationally we belong to the anti-imperialist 
front headed by the USSR and we can only look for 
genuine friendly aid from that front .. .” 

The battle now raging for the Amoy islands, Quemoy 
and Formosa is part of a campaign that began soon 
after Chiang Kai-shek and his Kuomintang forces fled 
to Formosa in 1949. 

It is part of a master plan of the Communist world 
to foment “little wars” until the Western world has 
the courage . . . the fortitude to stand with justice 
and defend the nations that could fall behind the cur- 
tains of Communism, and in this master plan the 
Communists of China are partners with their com- 
rades of Russia. 

The two top Communists in China are Mao Tse-Tung 
and Chou En-lai . . . and both are different personali- 
ties with opposite training and backgrounds. 

Mao, the Communist thinker, was the son of a well- 
to-do peasant. Chou, the gentleman Bolshevik, was 
born into comparative wealth and culture. Mao pre- 
fers to remain aloof... and desires to lead a contem- 
plative life. Chou, witty, charming and tactful, with 
a Machiavellian sense of diplomacy, has been the in- 
ternational hand-shaker for the Chinese Communists. 
Mao, a curious man ... a student of philosophy... 
a self-made man, knows little or nothing of the out- 
side world. The No. 2 man in Communist China spent 
an undergraduate year at a Japanese university and 
studied at Nankai University in Tientsin, A world 
traveler as early as 1921, he studied and plotted in 
France, Germany, Japan and Britain. The Gentleman 
Communist made his first trip to Moscow in 1923. 

Mao, the Marxist thinker, is hardly known to the 
Western world. A product of China, the Chairman 
of the Politburo, the Central Committee, the Govern- 
ment and Military Councils—a dictator—is a man 
of mystery, whose own people know little of him. 
Chou, the chief propagandist of Communist China, 
lacks stature as a theorist, but is China’s most able 
diplomat. During the years 1936-45 he starred in his 
role as liaison man between the Communists, Na- 
tionalists and Westerners.

Of the handful of brilliant, strong and pitiless men 
who long ago plotted and inexorably erected the struc- 
ture of Red power in China, none have labored longer 
or more effectively than Chou En-lai, with the pos- 
sible exception of Mao. 

Chou was born in 1899 into a proud Mandarin fam- 
ily, which was one of the powerful-caste of scholar- 
bureaucrats of imperial days. His Communist beliefs 
go back 40 years to his student days when he was 
jailed as an agitator in Tientsin. Here he met his 
wife— Teng Ying Chao— a Communist, who sits on 
the Central Committee. They lead a Spartan life and 
are childless. He joined Dr. Sun Yat-Sen’s famed rev- 
olutionary group in 1924, and ironically was made sec- 
retary and chief of the political department of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Whampoa Military Academy, China’s West 
Point. 

Only 26, Chou became political commissar of 
Chiang’s elite First Army, which was detached to 
smash China’s war lords. He fell into disfavor when 
Chiang outlawed the Communist Party. With his 
training he shared command of Mao’s peasant armies 
with Chu Teh, and helped plot the Long March. He 
has been China’s No. 2 Communist for the past 30 
years. 

China’s most able diplomat became foreign min- 
ister as well as premier in 1949, when Chairman Mao 
became chief of state. Since that time he has been 
China’s mouthpiece. His mental agility and glib 
tongue are aided by his knowledge of French and 
English. A Chinese Talleyrand, he has repeatedly 
warned the Western world that “You musn’t forget 
that I am a Communist.” 


China’s Iron Dictator of Communism, Mao Tse-Tung 
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Mao, now 65, was born in 1893 in the Hsiang Val- 
ley of Hunan, a part of China’s rice bow] in the heart 
of China. Son of a peasant, the foremost Marxist 
theoretician of our age is rooted to the ancient ways 
of the Orient, but rebelled against a system which en- 
riched a relative few and kept an enormous segment 
of the human race in feudal slavery. 

A quiet, thoughtful man, Mao, the ruthless, cunning 
leader of 450,000,000 Chinese, appeared at a time 
when the system was falling apart under its own 
weight, lack of organization and the impact of West- 
ern ideas of freedom, social justice and better living. 
It was left to the Chinese revolutionary in a long gown 
to adapt the ideas of Marx and the methods of Lenin 
and Stalin to the Asiatic theatre. 

Mao’s first ten years of his life were spent attend- 
ing a primary school, He left the class room for the 
rice paddies to help his parents, until he joined an 
army led by a provincial warlord fighting the Manshu 
dynasty. When he was 21 he journeyed to Changsha 
and enrolled in the Hunan Provincial First Normal 
School. After graduation he became librarian. In 
1918 he went to Peiping and worked as assistant li- 
brarian at Peking National University, and it was 
while he was here that he was converted to the theories 
of Marx. At this time Republican China was being 
cut up by the war lords. 

In Peiping (or Peking as it was known then and 
now) Mao studied the Chinese translations of Marx. 
It is interesting to note that his entire contact with 
Communism has been in his own language. He knows 
no other. It was at this time that he rebelled against 
old China. By 1921 he had become an ardent Marxist, 
and the birth of the Communist Party in China oc- 
curred in Shanghai when he, Chou and ten others 
formed the first Communist cell in the Orient. Prior 
to this time, his rebellious nature forced him to deny 
his father. He renounced his marriage his father had 
arranged for him and married Yang Kai-hui, daughter 
of a philosophy professor, who had befriended him. She 
was killed in 1930 by a Nationalist general. Mao later 
married a school teacher, whom he divorced in 1937. 
His fourth marriage was to Lan Ping, a Shanghai 
movie actress. 

A hardened Communist, Mao joined the Kuomintang 
Party in 1924, but showed impatience with a minor 
role under Sun Yat-Sen and returned to his home to 
organize the peasants into a Soviet unit. He rejoined 
Chiang Kai-shek in the northward movement in 1927 
which liquidated the war lords and unified the nation. 
The Colossus of the Far East handled the Nationalist’s 
publicity and edited a political weekly for them. It 
was in this year that Chiang, the rising star of the 
Kuomintang, decided to break with the Communists. 
Mao fled back to Hunan and teamed up with Chu Teh, 
a Szechuan war lord, who had renounced his luxurious 
life and turned Red. They organized a small peasant 
army and trained it to get along with the peasants. 
As the army grew, Chiang recognized the danger, and 
drove Mao’s forces into the mountainous region of 
Kiangsi. Here, bloody, ruthless battles were waged 
... and resulted in the now famous Long March of 
10,000 in 1934 on an incredibly tough 6,000 mile jour- 
ney by foot to bleak Yenan in the northern province of 
Shensi, where he redistributed the land. The area 
was almost inaccessible and Mao and his followers 
settled down to a long period of “cold war” against 
the Central Government under Chiang. During this 
period he wrote “The New Democracy,” which has be- 
come the Communist “Bible” in China. 

In 1936 with Japan threatening . . . and his theory 
of land reform successful . . . Mao and Chou con-

spired with Chang Hsueh-liang to kidnap Chiang. 
Then under orders from Moscow, they released Chiang 
with the ransom price being betrothal of the National- 
ists with the Communists. With this temporary truce, 
the twentieth-century Khan fought a limited war 
against the Japanese, leaving the bulk of the fighting 
to the Nationalists, During this time he lulled the 
Western world into a sense of false security and most 
American advisers to the Nationalist government un- 
der-rated them as mere “agrarian reformers” and 
urged the Chiang government to cooperate with them. 

By V-J Day, Mao’s ideas of guerrilla warfare and 
land reform had spread Communist influence through- 
out Japanese North China. With the collapse of the 
Marshall Mission and claiming a million followers. 
Mao again waged war on the Nationalists. The seem- 
ingly hopeless conflict dragged on into 1948, Corrup- 
tion and weakness paralyzed the Nationalist forces, 
and their armies surrendered in droves. Cynical, 
hopeless generals sold their American arms outright 
to the Reds. Manchuria fell . .. and North China fol- 
lowed in early 1949. Mao’s armies crossed the Yangtze 
in early summer and South China folded, and Chiang 
withdrew from the Asia mainland to the island of 
Formosa. 

Asia’s man of destiny had risen from obscure peas- 
antry to become master of one of the mightiest empires 
of the world . . . controlling one-fourth of the world’s 
population and a seventh of the world’s surface. Mao’s 
own writing reflects his study of China’s ancient his- 
torical novels. A master of the Chinese classics, the 
self-educated despot — with a macabre literary bend 
—writes his own political speeches and essays in 
flawless classical prose. His infinite patience has out- 
waited and out-lived his political foes, and his four- 
decade-long revolution has made him the absolute 
ruler of the world’s most populous country — convert- 
ing China from a feudal state into a world leader of 
Communism. 

Mao’s life story is a chronicle of the rise and fall 
of Western influence in China and the birth of na- 
tionalism in Asia. His ideas have paid off ... in 
China, he conquered a country .. . in Korea, he de- 
feated the United States .. . and in Indo China, he

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DEFEATISM IS LIKE BLACK PLAGUE 


Since Sputnik I, an emotional fear wave has swept away Nation- 
al sense of balance, of confidence and our traditional beliefs

[* THE Middle Ages deadly diseases, such as the 

Black Plague, periodically brought nations and 
empires to their knees. And most of us remember the 
mass hysteria that went with the influenza epidemics 
of World War I — when fear of the unknown weakened 
the resistance of thousands and made them emotion- 
ally susceptible to the physical disease. 

Today a frightening, dangerous epidemic — a mod- 
ern Black Plague of the mind is sweeping the emo- 
tional base of America. This insidious sickness may 
be turning Americans into a nation of soft, whining, 
bickering, quibbling, demoralized milk-sops, ready to 
compromise, equivocate, appease, rather than stand 
firmly by the principles of our pioneer days under 
which we became the great world power that we were 
before Sputnik I. 


A few months ago, as we read the first news stories 
of the Soviet scientific “scoop” in launching the first 
space satellite, few of us realized the propaganda ex- 
plosion that was in store. We were fat and sleek in 
our self-satisfied illusion that we were far ahead of 
the rest of the world in possessing the “ultimate wea- 
pon” for war. We were, we smugly told ourselves, 
the HAVE nation — the rest of the nations the HAVE 
NOTS. 

We had the emotional arrogance similar to that of 
a company that had cornered the market on a scarce 
product. Our sheer success had been almost hypnotic 
in breeding contempt of competition. Then, like the 
hypothetical company, we awoke one morning to dis- 
cover that a rival company had produced a product, 
perhaps no better, but certainly more spectacular. 
Like the company, we panicked. 

We indulged in an orgy of self-analysis, self-criti- 
cism, self-castigation. We became obsessed with fear, 
doubt, uncertainty about the past, present and future. 
When our internal resources for self-flagelation were 
exhausted we turned to the experts, pundits, theorists, 
forecasters and assorted crystal-ball gazers, They an- 
alysed and criticized everything down to a fine point, 
and then criticized away the point. 

Ultimately, however, we reached the stage for calm 
evaluation. 

Most Americans, before the Russians launched Sput- 
nik I, ignored the fact that national structures, like 
business, are fiercely competitive. We assumed that 
our “corner” on the atom-bomb, demonstrated at Hiro- 
shima, was a permanent monopoly on the means of en- 
forcing peace. 

We had committed the blunder that great military 
commanders have always recognized as the most dan- 
gerous in the strategic book of rules. We had deliber- 
ately underestimated enemy capabilities. Calm ex- 
amination of the facts showed that while we had outer 
space competition, we were NOT hopelessly behind 
the head of the parade. We’re not boasting about our 
obsolete Hiroshima superiority any more. We’re qui- 
etly, and efficiently going ahead with our stellar-space 
knitting. 

The trouble has been that the panic habit, inaugur- 


ated by Sputnik I, has taken a tangent, a series of 
tangents, off into other than the scientific fields. 

Under the grip of fear and emotionalism, we delib- 
erately talked or thought ourselves into an economic 
recession. Instead of looking for the basic causes and 
calmly taking steps to remove or alleviate those sources 
of trouble, we have plunged into consideration of fran- 
tic schemes to immediately overhaul our agricultural 
programs, social security legislation, public works 
activities, educational institutions, tax structure, mil- 
itary organization — the list is endless. 

Of course, it cannot be said, that one or all of these 
programs cannot or should not be improved. But one 
does not take a blacksmith’s sledge to repair a finely 
adjusted watch. 

To plunge headlong into hit and miss reform pro- 
grams, based upon our emotional mal-adjustment 
brought on by Sputnik, is foolhardy at the very least. 
We live in an age where foolhardiness can mean death 
for individuals and nations alike—a very quick and 
permanent death. Momentary political and economic 
reforms — no matter how expedient — rarely signify 
progress. In these days of national and international 
tensions, failure of any kind towards our responsibil- 
ities through inept crusades could lead to self-destruc- 
tion. 

At few times in our history has our survival de- 
manded such meticulous, long-range, coordinated 
planning by Government, industry, business, and the 
citizenry. Certainly we cannot hope to survive by 
stop-gap reforms such as those now contemplated 
throughout our Nation. 

An extraordinary example of this epidemic disease 
is involved in our current controversy over education. 

Prior to Sputnik, we were mildly aware of our 
educational problems. When Johnny came home from 
school with poor marks, we probably mumbled — in 
self-defense — “The stuff they teach in school these 
days is nonsense anyway!” Parents, when confronted

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with their own inadequacies, have traditionally blamed 
it on the school systems. This has been going on in 
the United States for over a hundred years. But, 
nevertheless, there has been marked — though perhaps 
painfully slow—progress in American Education. But 
it is constantly being improved, modified, and re- 
assessed. 

These improvements could certainly be intensified. 
But, as a whole, constructive improvements have been 
the products of mature, reflective, informed decisions, 
made by dedicated, responsible individuals. 


During the past three months dozens of different, 
often contradictory panaceas have been offered to re- 
solve our educational difficulties. And, on the already 
over-strained backs of our educators, we have heaped 
the lion’s share of responsibility for Russian progress 
and success in outer space. 

We had found a scapegoat. One that was conveni- 
ent, one for which precedents for criticism had al- 
ready been established, and was—as it has always 
been — wide open to attack by zealots of every de- 
scription. 

We have risen to the attack upon education like 
children chasing a dog with a tin can tied to its tail. 
America is reviewing the complicated intricacies of 
its educational system in much the same way a man 
might observe a carnival sideshow that features beard- 
ed ladies, sword swallowers, fire eaters, and two- 
headed dogs. 

As yet, few — if any — have sat back and considered 
carefully the long-range consequences and implications 
involved not only in educational weaknesses, but how 
these problems are interrelated with the Governmental, 
economic, and cultural life of our 170 million citizens. 
No one has apparently even suggested that there is no 
one simple group of answers to our problems. That 
we must undertake to perpetuate our institutions and 
way of life in a thoughful, mature, responsible manner 
based upon long-range coordinated planning, utilizing 
our total accumulation of knowledge, intellectual abil- 
ities, and advanced science and technology which are 
the most basic resources our nation has available. 

A well-known American journalist recently traveled 
to Detroit to look into our so-called recession. Be- 
cause the automobile industry is basic to so many 
other parts of our economy, he questioned that indus- 
try’s leaders. After a few days of carefully interview- 
ing top men in both labor and management, he left 
Detroit with the conviction that these executives 
knew as little about the recession as anyone else. 
They were merely considering stop-gap methods to 
keep their production up next year. 

This type of short-range opportunistic — and in 
these critical days — dangerously nearsighted think- 
ing together with the carnival midway reform tend- 
encies in America may well be hurrying us into second 
class citizenship in the world community. At the 
moment, we are keeping our heads above water by 
reacting with handy expedients to each challenge the 
Communist governments place before us. 

There is little evidence available that we are pre- 
paring for the inevitable new challenges that will be 
placed before us by the Red governments ten, fifteen, 
or fifty years from now. 

We might remember, that our immediate sickness is 
a Russian-imposed sickness. Much of our reaction 
represents precisely the ridiculous, self-destructive be- 
havior Soviet strategists probably hoped and prayed 
we would pursue. 

These radical, over-night reforms in education, Gov- 
ernment, military, industrial, labor, and business are 
reactions based primarily upon the latest Soviet chal- 
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lenge and the day to day immature emotional response 
to that challenge. They are not based upon future 
Communist challenges. 

And so, as we watch the Nation writhe in the clutch- 
es of this latest mental epidemic, perhaps we should 
reflect upon a practical vaccine to prevent Sputnik- 
itis from spreading or a therapy to rehabilitate the 
damage already done. 

Our leaders might be vaccinated with strong con- 
centrates of responsibility, historical perspective, and 
maturity. Our Governmental, political, economic, 
and educational institutions might be placed on long- 
range diets and given therapeutic exercises designed 
to build up moral muscle tissue that will survive the 
haul and overcome short-term expedients based upon 
emotionalism or self-interest. 


FAREWELL ADDRESS — 1958 


Mr. President, what has happened to America? 
What has happened to our courage, our clear direction 
and purpose, our proper pride in our accomplishments 
and sense of restraint in using the power that was 
given us? 

The glory has departed. We no longer have a sense 
of elation. We are confused, operating at cross- 
purposes. 

We refuse to face the harsh realities of the world 
we live in, and instead fall back on moralistic plati- 
tudes to hide the emptiness of our minds. 

I keep asking myself why. I do not have a clear 
answer. 

But, at least, I have tried to free my mind of cant, 
to strip it bare of the platitudes which are in style 
today. 

I am willing to face the emptiness of things, because 
I believe that only after we have cleansed our minds 
of lies can new seeds begin to grow, in the little clear- 
ings where the weeds of self-deception have been cut 
down. 

Only if we have the courage to live with the winter 
of our disillusionment, will we see, once again, a 
spring of new ideas and hope rise from the store left 
by our Founding Fathers. 

Our time will be known as one of the most decadent 
periods in political history, or it will be a time of 
great creativeness. We do not know. But let us not 
forget that the years immediately preceding the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1787 have gone down in his- 
tory as the Critical Period.

Another one of those seldom told stories relating to the life of Abraham 
Lincoln has been unearthed by the widely known Lincolnian from Indiana

7HILE midsummer heat of 1818 seared the Lincoln 

crops brown on the high land, a tiny white flower 

cast the shadow of Death across the Pigeen Creek 
bottoms. 

Unmindful of the heat and unaware of the shadow, 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln worked at her wheel on the 
sandstone hearth of the fireplace, spinning flax. At 
spinning parties back in Kentucky, her spools had 
yielded the longest and finest thread. Here along 
Pigeon Creek, she laid her hand to the spindle and 
clothed her household. And a new happiness bright- 
ened her sharp, angular face. 

Less than two years ago she and Thomas, with their 
son Abraham, and daughter Sarah, had moved into 
this Indiana wilderness to get away from Kentucky 
bad land-titles and the competition of chattel slavery. 
Now the Lincolns were contented. They were buying 
one hundred sixty acres of Congress land. Moreover, 
they were living in a comfortable, one-room hewn 
log cabin they had built on a knoll at the edge of the 
bottoms and the salt licks. From their south doorway 
they could see a mudsled trail leading through a valley 
spotted with patches of the white flower. 

Neighbors, dropping in for a chat, were as unaware 
of Mrs. Lincoln’s new happiness as they were of the 
white flower’s ominous shadow. The neighbors merely 
noticed that Mrs. Lincoln’s dark brown hair and swar- 
thy skin and high, slanting forehead emphasized the 
smallness of her gray eyes; that she weighed perhaps 
one hundred thirty pounds; that she was taller than 
the average Pigeon Creek woman. And because she 
talked very little, the neighbors went away saying, 
in Hoosier idiom, “She is not clever,” meaning she is 
not friendly. 

Whether working at her spinning wheel or doing her 
housework, Nancy Hanks Lincoln never slackened her 
efforts to teach Sarah and Abraham to read the three 
books in the cabin: AEsop’s Fables, Dillworth’s Speli- 
er and the Ostervald Bible. She told them that if they 
learned to read those three books they could read other 
books and discover worlds far beyond the Indiana for- 
ests. Sometimes she quoted her Scriptural creed, 
Micah 6:8: What doth the Lord require of thee but to 
do justly and to love mercy and to walk humbly with 
thy God? She told friends, “I would rather Abe 
would be able to read the Bible than to own a farm 
if he can’t have but one.” 

The summer wore on and the heat increased. Down 
in the steamy bottoms the shadow of the white flower 
lengthened and touched the parched high ground. Then 
milksick struck the community. 

Men. women, children trembled, reeled and fell. 
High fever, shooting pain, loss of appetite followed. 

Overnight Death, or the threat of Death, broke into 
every home and everywhere gladness was turned into 
mourning. 

Stricken families cried for help. There was no help. 
Only yarb-doctors and midwives were in the land. The 
doctors rinsed off their lancets, bled the affiicted and 
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prescribed a concoction of brewed mixed-herbs and 
cornshucks. The midwives knew only how to speed 
life into the world, not how to save it. So the milk- 
sick flourished and mourners crossed the valley to the 
er south of the Lincoln cabin and buried their 
ead. 

From the south doorway Nancy Hanks Lincoln could 
see the mourners. Leaving Thomas, master cabinet- 
maker, and nine-year-old Abraham to make coffins 
and eleven-year-old Sarah to do the housework, Mrs. 
Lincoln walked through the wilderness from neighbor 
to neighbor, nursing the sick and consoling the heart- 
broken. None now said she was not clever. All spoke 
of her goodness. 

By mid-September her old sunbonnet could no long- 
er hide lines cutting deeply in her angular face. Her 
shoulders drooped. Her happiness vanished. She, too, 
was infected with milksick. Surely she knew her mo- 
ments were numbered, yet she continued her visits to 
darkened houses. 

Her Pigeon Creek neighbors began searching for the 
cause of their afflictions. Word spread that in the low- 
lands snakes had been seen nibbling a tiny white 
tubular flower. Some claimed they had seen snakes 
curled around the weed’s tall stem. Convinced that 
venom poisoned the flower, the people blamed the 
snakes for the epidemic and called the weed snakeroot. 

It was plain to them how their trouble had started.

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The summer heat, like fire, had consumed wholesome 
forage on the uplands. Milch cows, wandering to the 
damp creek bottoms, had eaten the white flower, trem- 
bled, staggered and died; but not before their owners 
had used the milk. In terror the people cried. “Ser- 
pents beguile our cattle!’ And the snakes were likened 
to the fiery serpents sent among the children of Israel 
in the Wilderness of Sin. 

Milksick struck Mrs. Lincoln’s foster father, Uncle 
Thomas Sparrow. Immediately, he prepared his will 
and signed it September 21, 1818, by making his mark, 
an X. 

Nancy Hanks Lincoln witnessed the will. 


She signed 
it with an X. 


Obviously she could not write her own 
name; nevertheless Abraham called her “a ready 
reader.” But that situation was not unusual, Many 
of her Indiana neighbors could read volumes of print 
even though they could not write the alphabet. 

The will had scarcely reached the courthouse at 
Rockport before Uncle Tom was dead in the pole 
house or “half-faced camp” as Dennis Hanks described 
it. The house stood on Reuben Grigsby land. 

Uncle Tom’s body was laid in a Lincoin coffin, taken 
through the valley and buried on the hilltop. There 
was no funeral service for him because it was the cus- 
tom of the Primitive Baptists in that region to hold 
an annual mass funeral in the late spring for all mem- 
bers who had died during the past twelve months. 

Nancy Hanks Lincoln left Uncle Tom’s grave and 
walked down the mudsled trail to the cabin. In a few 
hours Aunt Betsy Sparrow also died of milksick. 
Aunt Betsy and Uncle Tom had helped rear Nancy to 
womanhood. Grief for them fast cut away Mrs. Lin- 
coln’s strength. And the shadow of the white flower 
drew closer to her. 

This loss of her foster parents was not Mrs. Lin- 
coln’s first great sorrow. Seven years earlier, back on 
Knob Creek in Larue County, Kentucky, her infant son 
Thomas, Jr., had died. With Sarah and two-year-old 
Abraham, she had followed George Redmon, who car- 
ried the little coffin, up the craggy side of Muldraugh’s 
hill to the Redmon graveyard. Then she did not have 
the comforting arms of Thomas, Sr., for he was far 
away from home, carpentering. 

Now Thomas was with her. And they went together 
to the hilltop and beside Uncle Tom they buried Aunt 
Betsy. 

Although noticeably weakened, Nancy Hanks Lin- 
coln resumed her visits to stricken neighbors. She 
walked a half-mile eastward to the Peter Brooner 
home where Mrs. Brooner lay ill of milksick. 

“I believe I will have to die,” said Mrs. Brooner. 

Mrs. Lincoln answered, “Oh, you may outlive me.” 

During the night of September 28, Mrs. Brooner 


died. Thomas Lincola and Abraham whip-sawed green 
lumber and made her a coffin. She was taken on a 


mudsled to the hilltop and buried close to Uncle Tom 
and Aunt Betsy Sparrow. 

Two days later Nancy Hanks Lincoln’s pulse slowed. 
When pains attacked her legs and her appetite left 
her, she went to bed on the cornshuck tick in the 
corner. Her new neighbor, Mrs. John Richardson, 
whom Abraham recently had guarded all night in a 
clearing, came in and waited on her. 

A grim race developed between Death and Tom 
Lincoln. Death was filling coffins faster than Tom 
and Abe could make them, for Tom was dividing his 
time between his workbench and Nancy’s bedside, So 
William Wood, a neighbor a mile and a half to the 
north, came in and sat up nights with Mrs. Lincoln. 
And Thomas pulled ahead of Death, but for only a 
moment.

The skin on Mrs. Lincoln's forehead was tightening, 
her gray eyes were sinking deeper into their sockets. 
Her tongue was swollen, her mouth was dry and 
burning. It was hard for her to talk. She reached 
out and touched Abraham’s face. She whispered, “I 
am going away from you, Abraham.” 

Her voice faltered. “I shall not return. 
you will be a good boy. Be kind to Sarah and your 
father. Love your heavenly Father. Remember our 
God is a prayer-hearing God.” 

On Monday, October 5, 1818, the shadow

Congress Turns Up New 
Evidence on Reds 


The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
ran into a hurricane as it moved into Newark, New 
Jersey, to investigate the Communist menace in that 
state. Several persons, including a minister, were fi- 
nally ejected while many other witnesses resorted to 
the Fifth Amendment to avoid giving specific answers 
to Committee members’ questioning. 

The hearings in Newark’s Federal courthouse had 
no sooner opened than a U. S. Marshal sought to re- 
move a spectator who was heckling and making ob- 
scene gestures toward Representative Edwin E. Willis 
(La.) and Representative Gordon H. Sherer (Ohio), 
committee members conducting the hearing of “un- 
derground Communist activities” in the Newark area. 

Rey. Stanley Hallett, assistant pastor of Newark’s 
Trinity Methodist Church, protested the Marshal’s 
action and he too was ousted from the hearing room. 
He later admitted that he was back of the man who 
had earlier been removed and was not aware of the 
alleged indecent gestures. 

Robert Dixon, Jr., of Point Pleasant, New Jersey. 
one-time president of Local 422 of United Electrical 
Workers Union, admitted that he had joined the 
Communist Party in 1945 “under pressure.” He said 
he left the Red Party in the early 1950s after he had 
“seen the light.” As to the present Red activities, he 
said it is “worse than ever before, because it is now 
underground.” He identified Thomas Levy of Atlantic 
Highlands, an employee of the Westinghouse Com- 
pany, and Miss Kitty Heck, former secretary to the 
New Jersey president of U.E.W., as individuals he 
knew as Communists. 

Another witness was Irving Fishman, Deputy U. &. 
Collector of Customs, who told the Congressional Com- 
mittee that the state of New Jersey is “fifth among 
the states as a target for Communist propaganda” sent 
in through the mails. Other high-ranking states, he 
said, are New York, Pennsylvania, Lllinois and Cali- 
fornia. 

Harvey O'Connor, author and national chairman of 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, refused to 
answer a subpoena served on him for his appearance 
before the Committee. Representative Willis said the 
subcommittee would recommend that O’Connor be cited 
for contempt. It is possible for the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives to recommend a contempt 
charge to the Department of Justice between sessions 
of Congress. 

A statement on O’Connor’s letterhead was shoved 
into the hands of the press at the courthouse indicat-

ing the writer was refusing to appear on the basis of 
the Supreme Court decision in the Watkins case “and 
in protest against the Committee’s abuse of process 
and its usurpation of authority.” O’Connor already has 
one contempt conviction to his credit, having been 
found guilty of contempt in 1955 when he refused to 
tell the McCarthy (Senate) Committee whether or not 
he had been a member of the “Communist conspiracy.” 
Like many others, however, he went free when the 
higher court reversed the conviction. In 1935 he was 
named in sworn testimony as “a member of the Com- 
munist Party.” 

Another disturbance was created by Edward C. 
Tayler, president of the New Jersey Negro Labor 
Council, who was forcibly removed from the hearing 
after having made insulting and jeering remarks to 
Committee members, Earlier Taylor and five other 
witnesses refused to testify about Communistic activ- 
ities. They included Mrs. Evelyn Skoloff Goldberg of 
Newark, John C. Karakos of Bloomfield, New Jersey, 
Joseph A. Alfone, Jr., of Succasunna, New Jersey, 
Manuel Campor of Newark and John F. Norman of 
Maplewood, New Jersey. 

Dennis L. James of Newark, an accountant for the 
Port Authority of New York, told the Congressional 
Committee that he had served as an underground in- 
vestigator for the FBI and as such became a member 
of the Communists’ Labor Youth League in Newark in

Three other witnesses included Jacob Bernstein, 
Elizabeth, N. J., pharmacist, and his wife Rosalind, 
a nursery school teacher, and Bernard Zick of Oak- 
land, New Jersey. Zick identified the Bernsteins as 
members of the Red Party. He said that they “were 
always good to me and I was under their influence.” 
He said he joined the party in 1947 but quit in 1950. 
The Bernsteins invoked the Ist and 5th Amendments 
in refusing to affirm or deny Communist affiliations. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, Representative 
Willis said the Newark inquiry had “developed new 
and convincing evidence regarding the problem of 
Communist political propaganda imported from 
abroad.” He indicated that some of the uncooperative 
witnesses had unwittingly given the Committee valu- 
able information. 


American Bar Association Warns 


Communism was branded as the No. 1 killer in the 
world today by the American Bar Association’s Com- 
mittee on Communist Tactics, Strategy and Objectives. 
In a report approved by the Association’s Board of 
Governors, a four-point program to safeguard the na- 
tion from inroads of atheistic Communism was pro- 
posed. The Association proposed careful considera- 
tion to national legislation dealing with subversives 
to turn back the recent trend of judicial decisions. It 
also urges a re-evaluation of the policy of recognition 
of Soviet Russia and its satellites. The group urges 
that steps be taken to avoid bungling of our opportu- 
nities whenever any major breaks occur in the Iron 
Curtain. The Association proposes an intensive study 
of the Communist conspiracy in order to nullify “the 
greatest asset the Communists have at the present 
time (which) is not the hydrogen bomb but world 
ignorance of their tactics, strategy and objectives.” 

“We can no more save our Republic from Commu- 
nism merely by saying we are against Communism 
than parents can save their children from polio by 
fervently being against polio. To conquer any dis- 
ease requires intelligent study to isolate the germ and 
discover the vaccine, As the No. 1 killer in the world 
today, Communism is a disease which merits our 
urgent study.” 

Pointing out that Red governments used blackmail, 
counterfeiting, forgery, kidnapping, mass murder, 
slavery, subversion, theft and treaty breaking as a 
part of their state policy, the Bar Association report 
says, “Nothing would slow down the progress of the 
Communist line more definitely than if the United 
States were to recognize the necessity of treating So- 
viet Russia as an outlaw and putting its Red agents 
in the same category. It would dry up the channels by 
which Soviet Russia spreads its propaganda, directs its 
espionage and enforces its discipline on our citizens.” 


Communists Step-up Activities in Basic 
Industry and Entertainment Field 


Communist penetration of basic industry and in the 
field of entertainment, as well as a stepped-up Red 
propaganda schedule, are highlighted in the annual 
report of the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities filed just before the adjournment of the sec- 
ond session of the 85th Congress. In the field of in- 
dustry the committee said: 

“Communist penetration of basic industry has been 
a major focus of the committee work during the past 
several months. Hearings held in Gary, Ind., in which 
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Cleveland Multimillionaire Cyrus Eaton in Love Feast with 
Red Dictator Khrushchev 


14 witnesses testified in public session and three in ex- 
ecutive session, disclosed a pattern of Communist col- 
onization by highly educated, hard core party members 
who erase their identity, education and background as 
they procure menial jobs in heavy industry in order 
to engage in Communist activity. The pattern of Com- 
munist penetration of basic industry developed in the 
hearings in Gary, Ind., was confirmed by data re- 
ceived by the committee in hearings in other key areas 
of the Nation.” 

Referring to the theatre and other phases of enter- 
tainment, the report says: 

“Exploitation by the Communist apparatus in the 
United States of persons in the entertainment media 
was the subject of committee hearings in New York 
City. These hearings disclosed a design of Communist 
use of persons prominent in the entertainment indus- 
try as sounding boards for the Communist line as well 
as a source of revenue to finance the activities of the 
apparatus in this country. A number of persons who 
had been identified as Communists under oath by re- 
sponsible witnesses before the committee were interro- 
gated respecting current activities in the entertain- 
ment industry. The hearings shed a new light on the

WHY NOT BE 
CONSISTENT? from all directions. This is rather 
too much of a condensation for 


news headline purpose, for it is not the Supreme Court 
per se that is under fire, but the interpretation of the 
powers of the Supreme Court as given by the decision 
of some of the Justices of that Court. 


The most serious indictment, to our way of think- 
ing, came in the report of the Committee on State- 
Federal relations, made public at the Pasadena meet- 
ings of the Conference of Chief Justices and the 
American Bar Association. 


The report said: “We believe that , . . the Supreme 
Court too often has tended to adopt the role of policy 
maker without proper judicial restraint. . . . It has 
long been an American boast that we have a Govern- 
ment of laws and not of men. We believe that any 
study of the Supreme Court will raise at least con- 
siderable doubt as to the validity of that boast. 


“We find first that, in constitutional cases, unani- 
mous decisions are comparative rarities and that 
multiple opinions, concurring or dissenting, are com- 
mon occurrences. We find next that divisions in re- 
sult on a 5-to-4 basis are quite frequent... 


“It seems strange that under a constitutional doc- 
trine which requires all others to recognize the Su- 
preme Court’s rulings on constitutional questions as 
binding adjudications of the meaning and application 
of the Constitution, the court itself has so frequently 
overturned its own decisions. . 


“It is our earnest hope... that that great court 
exercise to the full its power of judicial self-restraint 
by adhering firmly to its tremendous judicial powers 
and by eschewing, so far as possible, the exercise of 
essentially legislative powers.” 


We are journalists, not jurists, so we are not quali- 
fied to state whether or not the Supreme Court has 
actually stepped beyond its powers. We are, however, 
thoroughly conversant with the Constitution and we 
know that the Constitution states that, 


“All legislative Powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a Congress of the United States. . The 
executive Power shall be vested in a President of the 
United States of America.” And — 


“The judicial Power of the United States shall be 
vested in one supreme Court. .. . The judicial Power 
shall extend to all Cases, in Law and Equity, under 
this Constitution.” 


Now the Founding Fathers in setting up this system 
of checks and balances — did so that at no time could 
any one person or group seize power by a coup d’etat 
—and arranged still another protection for the citi- 
zens, that providing for Amending the Constitution. 


“The Congress whenever two-thirds of both Houses 
shall deem it necessary shall propose Amendments to 
this Constitution, or, on the Application of the Legis- 
latures of two-thirds of the several States, shall call 


a Convention for proposing Amendments, which, in 
either Case, shall be valid to all Intents and Purposes, 
as Part of this Constitution, when ratified by the Leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the several States.” 


Also— “The Senate shall have the sole power to 
try all Impreachments ... and no Person shall be 
convicted without the Concurrence of two-thirds of 
the Members present.” 


Would it then not be more consistent, were this rule 
of two-thirds vote be extended to Supreme Court de- 
cisions having to do with interpretations of the Con- 
stitution? Might not the application of this rule 
which already applies to the peoples of the States 
and to the Senate and the House be in order? 


Likewise, should not Congress reconsider the Jenner- 


Butler Bill, which lost in the recent session by only 
one vote in the Senate, a bill to prevent the policy- 
making decisions the Supreme Court is accused of. 
Congress might also consider legislation redefining the 
powers of the Court, clarifying the powers of the 
States in intra-State matters.

You will learn much more about what he believes in 
five minute’s conversation with him than you will in 
listening to a dozen speeches, likewise you will have 
had a chance to make your own position on vital points 
clear to him. (That is what the pressure groups you 
don’t like, do.) 


If you are supporting an incumbent and have a 
complaint about how he voted in the last session, say 
so — and ask him his reasons for having so done. You 


certainly can listen and weigh his reasons for yourself” 
And if he pleased you by the way he voted, why 
not tell him so? The legislators are just people after 
all, and like most people, they enjoy hearing a good 
word or a bit of commendation when it is sincere. 


What applies to an incumbent applies equally well 
to a new candidate for office. Now is the time to make 
your views clear. Now is the time to establish the 
personal acquaintanceship so that when you write 
him about legislation under consideration, he will 
know who you are and what you stand for. 


You want to help our country? Then get acquaint- 
ed with the man who will be chosen to represent you 
in Congress. Use your franchise wisely. That is your 
part of the job of running the nation.

FALLACY OF THE BLOC of so-called “neutral” na- 

tions is steadily increasing, and, in 
NEUTRALITY many quarters in this country there 

is growing sympathy for their posi- 
tion. Why should they be caught up in other nation’s 
quarrels? How could it hurt for them to be neutral? 
After all, why shouldn’t a nation be neutral if it so 
chooses ? 


Just what does being “neutral” imply? Here is 
what the dictionary says: “Refraining from interfer- 
ence in a contest; friendly to each of two or more bel- 
ligerents, or at least not taking the part of either; 
having no decided character; indefinite; middling.” 

However, the many “neutral” nations of today seem 
to feel that neutrality consists in taking all that they 
can get from both sides — with utter disregard of any 
principles that might be involved. 

For instance, with the money of American tax- 
payers, our Government built a “guest house” for an 
Eastern nation — and that nation’s first “guests” were 
a Communist delegation who, while accepting the hos- 
pitality, fulminated against “American imperialism.” 

There is another “neutral” nation who, knowing 
that we will not sell certain commodities to the [ron 
and Bamboo Curtain countries, has bought of us lav- 
ishly allegedly for their “own use,” but has resold these 
to the Communist bloc. (It is to be hoped that the 
American firms who sold the goods were not aware 
of their ultimate destination.) Then there are “neu- 
tral” nations who take our aid but approve of our 
enemies’ courses of action. 

During the last war, there was a neutral nation 
which took all it could get from one of the Allies, and 
permitted the Axis full diplomatic representation be- 
hind the cover of which their spies operated. Amer- 
ican boys died on the high seas because of this “neu- 
trality.” 

The “neutral” nations think they are keeping out 
of war by barring our bases from their lands and our 
planes from their skies, yet they freely accept of our 
economic aid. How much will their neutrality help 
when the Soviet chooses to take them over — as they 
did Estonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Czechoslovakia, East Germany, and Bulgaria. 

Will they then realize that their neutrality was fal- 
lacy and call for help from the “American imperial- 
ists?” 

Some of the neutrals are already finding that, though 
they have followed the Soviet line, in backing the So- 
viet on Red China, that the Soviet has through cul- 
tural and trade missions, infiltrated their country and 
sent in agitators to make continuous trouble inter- 
nally. 
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When will the neutrals learn that there is no such 
thing as safe “neutrality” in a world of such intense 
tensions? 


Of course, we could reserve our help and aid for 
those who have the integrity and courage to declare 
their position on the side of the Free World. If we 
did, perhaps they would find present-day neutrality 


not so much to their liking. 
FREEDOM FOR Has THE Soviet softened its stand 
on religion? There are the cred- 
FAITH ulous who say that it has, and 
who point to newspaper reports 
concerning the opening of a church in Russia or an 
honor done to some Christian dignitary or to a Moslem 
or Buddhist gathering. 


The Soviet unquestionably is Janus-like when it 
comes to religion. To the outside world it brags of 
freedom of religion. For home consumption, the story 
is the opposite. 


Take the Moslems as an illustration. To the out- 
side world the Soviet is the “great advocate and pro- 
tector” of the Followers of the Faith. The Soviet is 
continually “leaping to the defense” of any “Moslem” 
country, holding that Western imperialists would 
separate the Moslem states. 


Khrushchev’s puppet Nasser interlards his every 
utterance with religious phrases. He knows that it is 
the tie of religion that has made his Arab followers 
stand together— not Arab nationalism. And there- 
fore the Soviet is for Islam — outside. 


And yet, within the confines of Soviet Russia itself 
the story is quite different. “Islam is an anti-scientific 
and reactionary ideology, opposed to Marxism-Lenin- 
ism,” said Klimovich. And the Soviet has consistently 
tried to undermine Islam and starve it to death — just 
as it has tried with the Christian churches. 


In the satellite countries, where the peoples are by 
nature deeply religious, the Communists have bored 
from within, raising up dissidents to lead an internal 
revolt against the rulings of their church. The latest 
of these has been the Polish Church-State dispute, 
But just a few months ago great publicity over the 
radio to Northeast and Southeast Asia was given to 
a resolution passed by so-called Chinese Catholic 
priests against the Vatican. 


Soviet Russia and its satellites may let some sub- 
servient clergy go to a World Church Council meeting 
— but over the Soviet Radio Home Service, here is 
the kind of thing they get: 


“Religion is endeavoring to squeeze multiform hu- 
man life into the frozen framework of its conceptions 
and rituals.” 


“Religion calls for prayers instead of efforts to 
transform the world, thereby hindering people from 
knowing the world. But as is known to everybody, 
not a single grain has sprouted as a result of prayers 
and not a single scientific discovery has been made, 
although there are many thousands of prayers in every 
religion.” 


“Every step forward in knowledge shows the futility 
of religious world philosophy and confirms the ma- 
terialistic philosophy; and the further human knowl- 
edge grows, the less room will there be for belief in 
God and super-human forces.” 


It makes no difference what the religion is — the 
Communists are out to try to destroy it! 


DWARF PINE TREE SAVES SOLDIER'S LIFE 


Mysterious deaths are commonplace, but seldom does history record 
miraculous escapes such as the American soldier saved by a tree 


T WAS a miracle when a dwarf pine tree saved the 

life of a mischievous soldier of the Continental Ar- 
my. At least that is what his fellow soldiers said. 

A long time ago — many years before the American 
Revolution, in the verdure covered valley of the Hud- 
son River, a pine tree seed was born, This happy event 
took place where the rolling mountains reach down 
to the shores of the Hudson River. At the time, it 
was a bright autumn afternoon when the thickly 
wooded mountain slopes were dressed in beautiful 
shades of red, yellow, and gold. 

The mother tree blessed her little seed as it fell to 
the dry earth on one of the shore flatlands. Here it 
remained and watched with delight the many colored 
leaves dance to the tune of a penetrating cold north 
wind. 

Then without warning, a strong gust of wind lifted 
the seed to dizzy heights, carried it down the valley 
and then hurled it into one of the upper crags of 
Anthony’s Nose of Breakneck Hill of the Hudson River 
Highlands. 

Landing on a layer of loose earth it soon became 
buried and protected against the fury of the wind. 
There it remained throughout the winter thinking 
about its future. ; 

When the snow melted, the next spring, it became 
more deeply embedded in the earth which was now 
soft and moist. It was determined to fight for its 
life even though it knew it could never grow to be a 
tall pine tree. 

As it grew its roots took a firm hold onto the rocks 
in crevices into which water trickled after a rainfall. 
During droughts it sometimes thought it would die 
from thirst, and especially on afternoons when the 
hot sun blazed down as if to wither its needles and 
dry its branches. But in spite of these hard times it 
did not become discouraged. Instead, it decided to be- 
come the best little pine tree in the Hudson Valley. 

Because of its courage and perseverence, it grew to 
be strong. And it was always happy to provide shel- 
ter, and a resting place, for birds who rewarded it 
with singing beautiful songs. Its feathered friends 
often used its branches to build nests to raise its 
young. These services it believed would be the full 
extent of its usefulness. But, it was not to be so. 

During the American Revolution it saw men-of-war 
sail up and down the Hudson River. Across the river 
it observed American soldiers standing guard on the 
ramparts of Fort Montgomery. And it witnessed the 
placing of a chain across the Hudson River to prevent 
British vessels from proceeding further up the river. 

Above its top it sometimes heard the rough voices of 
American soldiers who came from encampments on the 
Highland’s plateau, or from the flatlands surrounding 
the Robinson House — the headquarters of American 
generals who successively commanded the Highland 
troops. 

Some of the American soldiers who ascended to the 
top of Anthony’s Nose came to observe the movements 
of the British; and others came to be thrilled by the 
silent majestic grandeur of the Hudson Valley. 
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Now for some years the dwarf pine tree watched a 
pair of eagles raise their young in an aerie twenty feet 
below. Sometimes the elder eagles would rest on one 
of the little pine trees’ branches to survey the area for 
enemies, or to penetrate space with their sharp eyes 
in search of food for their young and for themselves. 

Many soldiers saw this pair of eagles and heard the 
eaglets scream with joy as their parents brought them 
food. 

Like mischievous boys a few of the soldiers decided 
to descend down the granite edges of Anthony’s Nose 
and rob the aerie of an eaglet. 

When they reached the top of Breakneck Hill they 
tied together a number of pieces of rope. The boldest 
of the party volunteered to have himself lowered down 
the side of the cliff. 

The rope was quickly slipped under his arms and 
securely fastened around his waist. Then his com- 
panions slowly lowered him.

He clung to the little pine tree with a death-like 
grip and shouted to his companions to lower a rope. 

His companions looked at each other with surprise 
for a moment. They could hardly believe their ears. 
Then they quickly lowered a rope. After the soldier 
had securely fastened the rope around his body, his 
companions pulled him to safety on the top of Break- 
neck Hill. 

The very much frightened, bleeding soldier thanked 
the dwarf pine tree for saving his life. That made the 
little pine tree happy. It had demonstrated that even 
though it had had a tough struggle for existence, it 
finally had an opportunity to perform the noble service 
of saving a man’s life even though it was only a dwarf 
pine tree. 


KREMLIN'S PLANNED CONSPIRACY 


That the true nature of the international situation 
in the world today is not readily grasped by most 
people, even those high up in Governments upon whom 
the destiny of the general public rests, is not strange 
in that most people have not fully acquainted them- 
selves with the tactics, well laid out strategy and long- 
range program the masterminds of world Communism 
have adopted and are pursuing to the letter. 

When one looks about and notes the widespread con- 
fusion throughout the non-Communist countries and 
the well-organized and co-ordinated atmosphere in 
pro-Communist countries, it is evident that there is a 
definite plan in operation among the Communist and 
pro-Communist leaders throughout the world. The Red 
leaders have thrown aside principles and morals in 
behalf of the goal for world Communism. There is no 
‘“neutralism” permitted among the Communists’ in the 
march forward to their goal. 

On the non-Communist front there is division and 
neutralism, the world Communist threat is recognized, 
but there is a lack of coordination. One is fighting to 
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attain a goal, the other is defending a tradition and 
compromising itself in so doing. 

Then there are the parasites accepting aid from 
both sides, India and Yugoslavia for examples, playing 
“neutral” in the battle of Communist power politics 
and non-Communist freedom. One, India, is Social- 
ist; the other, “independent” Communist. 

In the Far East, Japan, pro-West, is being threat- 
ened by Russia because of American bases. Great 
Britain and West Germany have received similar 
threats. In Indonesia an election, intended as a 
“showdown” between Communists and anti-Commu- 
nists, a tension built up prior to the Formosan crisis, 
has now been postponed ostensibly to prevent a “Red 
victory” in the election, but actually to see which 
way the wind blows in the Formosan conflict. 


Morocco has been agitated into forcing the United 
States to abandon the five military bases built there 
by American taxpayers at a cost of millions of dollars 
and for mutual protection. Iceland, supported by 
Russia, has adopted an arrogant attitude towards 
Great Britain relative to off-shore fishing rights, Un- 
der economic pressure and the fear of Chinese repris- 
als, Great Britain has advised us that she will main- 
tain a hands-off policy in the Formosan crisis in the 
event of a war between the United States and USSR 
— Red China, fearing the loss of Hong Kong, of great 
commercial value to England. Canada has deserted 
us in the Chinese situation in order to expand her 
trade with Red China. Nasserism with Russian and 
Chinese backing is sweeping the Near East. Egypt, 
Iraq, Syria and other countries have cast their lot 
with Russia and China. 


In the midst of an apparent growing friendship be- 
tween France and West Germany, the Soviet master- 
minds warn both against such peaceful gestures, charg- 
ing that an end to “ancient hostility” between Ger- 
many and France “threatens the interests of Euro- 
pean security and those of peace.” Great Britain and 
France are currently witnessing warfare in their Af- 
rican colonies, troubles instigated by Moscow and Red 
China. 

New Kremlin-plotted fronts of turmoil are sched- 
uled — neutralism of more countries when advan- 
tageous; outright pro-Communism when needed.

CONSTITUTION, ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


From the themes of the “Declaration of Dependence on God," the “Deciaration of Independence” 
and our Constitution, has our country grown through the liberties afforded by our forefathers 


T IS most worthy of note that during recent years 

many fine minds are studying more closely the na- 
ture of modern American capitalism. One main rea- 
son has been the post-war prosperity. Why has the 
nation carried on so well in spite of two mild reces- 
sions and with a third at hand in early 1958? 

Some of the answers of the keener critics will sur- 
prise a lot of people who think that technology is 
mostly responsible for our economic growth. More 
emphasis is placed on the value of human qualities and 
their application in industry. This was not always so 
although in the political order we aimed to protect 
and develop virtues which would make for better cit- 
izenship. Today there is a positive trend in industry 
in the recognition not only of the dignity of the indi- 
vidual, but also of social responsibility. This trend 
must be encouraged and amplified so as to be identi- 
fied with the enterprise system itself. 

Writing in Social Order, November, 1956, on “Sell- 
ing American Capitalism,” Arnold F. McKee claims: 
“It follows that the truly good things in American 
capitalism are its safeguarding of private property 
and enterprise, its opposition to unnecessary state in- 
tervention, its broad safeguarding of liberty of occu- 
pation and so on... But now we may see why these 
things are desirable. It is because they broadly con- 
form to the requirements of human nature and dig- 
nity and to the purpose and ends of the economy as 
part of society. One could only wish, of course, that 
the reality corresponded more to the theory of these 
desirabilia in the U. S.; and the precise work of those 
who thirst after social justice must be to achieve im- 
provement.” 

Our forefathers gave us principles of action which 
secured the growth of political ideals. Many of these 
principles protected the development of industry in 
the 19th century. At the same time we know there 
were terrible abuses because men sought selfish inter- 
ests and forgot the common good. Today, however, 
many great evils have been abolished and economic 
justice advanced. Yet it is our conviction that our 
enterprise system would be stronger in every way if 
constitutional principles had been applied more di- 
rectly to the national economy. 

In that magnificent document, the Constitution of 
' the United States, are principles embracing the best 
thought in western civilization. It was the work of 
keen minds and noblest characters. Despite the frailty 
of human nature in its application, it has kept the na- 
tion strong for over 169 years, even through a dreadful 
civil war. 

That is why our citizens should know that our con- 
stitution is a true birthright, a sacred thing because 
it guarantees rights to all. Certainly if our forefathers 
had lacked faith in it, they never would have laid the 
foundation for our present greatness. 

To appreciate what the Constitution really means, 
one should read slowly the tyrannical abuses inflicted 
on the colonies by the then King of Great Britain as 
set forth in the Declaration of Independence. Then 
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let him come to the present and try to estimate the 
advancement in the social, political and economic or- 
der. And it is well to recognize that similar abuses 
are rampant in other lands today. 

Here it is fitting to note that a great part of the 
free world is indebted to the writings of St. Thomas 
Aquinas for his doctrine on good government. Many 
of its principles are at work, especially in the United 
States. He knew that freedom and justice are both 
built on the dignity of man. St. Thomas wrote: “The 
best form of government is in a state or kingdom 
wherein one is given the power to preside over all; 
while under him are others having governing power. 
A government of this kind is shared by all, both be- 
cause all are eligible to govern and because the rulers 
are chosen by all.” This idea is well expressed in the 
Constitution. 

One of the finest lines in the Constitution is: “No 
title of nobility shall be granted by the United States.” 
(Sec. 9) Americans salute only the aristocracy of 
ability and accomplishment. The repudiation and 
decay of noble titles in many European lands has jus- 
tified the wisdom of our forefathers. 

Moreover we must recognize in the words of Chris- 
topher Dawson that America’s “roots lie deep in the 
soil of Western Christendom so that it is impossible 
to understand it aright apart from its religious and 
cultural background . .. It derived its strength from 
the Christian belief in the absolute and unique value 
of the human soul.” 

Under the protection of the Constitution our na- 
tion grew. For our forefathers who sought to explore 
and conquer the wilderness and to claim it for their 
own knew that the Constitution protected the right 
of private property, a God-given right. No tyrant 
could come along and confiscate it in the name of the 
State. And so the country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, from the Gulf of Mexico to Canada was fought 
and won, developed and cultivated, with the fruits of 
the farms, the riches of the mines, and the products of 
the mills assuring the citizens that a better standard 
of living was ever ahead. 

In the field of politics our Constitution has advanced 
the aims of our republic to a remarkable degree. In 
this respect, keeping in mind the ideal objectives which 
our founding fathers cherished, W. E. H. Lecky once 
wrote: “To divide and restrict power; to secure prop- 
erty; to check appetite for organic change; to guard 
individual liberty against the tyranny of the multi- 
tude, as well as against the tyranny of an individual 
or a class; to infuse into American political life a 
spirit of continuity and of sober and moderate free- 
dom, were the ends which the great American states- 
men set before them, and which they in large measure 
attained.” 

It must be remembered that our forefathers had no 
concept of the future industrial development of the 
nation. They could not write out principles of eco- 
nomic action touching the same. Yet it is evident 
that under the basic principle of liberty the general 
economy of the nation advanced.

As he fell he pierced the air with screams of 
terror as his companions stood speechless, as well as 
helpless, for they believed their companion would be 
dashed to pieces some hundreds of feet below on the 
rugged rocks at the bottom of Anthony’s Nose. 

This, however, was not to be. Instead, the strong 
branches of the humble dwarf pine tree with its roots 
securely anchored in rock crevices acted as a net for 
the falling soldier, 

He clung to the little pine tree with a death-like 
grip and shouted to his companions to lower a rope. 

His companions looked at each other with surprise 
for a moment. They could hardly believe their ears. 
Then they quickly lowered a rope. After the soldier 
had securely fastened the rope around his body, his 
companions pulled him to safety on the top of Break- 
neck Hill. 

The very much frightened, bleeding soldier thanked 
the dwarf pine tree for saving his life. That made the 
little pine tree happy. It had demonstrated that even 
though it had had a tough struggle for existence, it 
finally had an opportunity to perform the noble service 
of saving a man’s life even though it was only a dwarf 
pine tree. 


KREMLIN'S PLANNED CONSPIRACY 


That the true nature of the international situation 
in the world today is not readily grasped by most 
people, even those high up in Governments upon whom 
the destiny of the general public rests, is not strange 
in that most people have not fully acquainted them- 
selves with the tactics, well laid out strategy and long- 
range program the masterminds of world Communism 
have adopted and are pursuing to the letter. 

When one looks about and notes the widespread con- 
fusion throughout the non-Communist countries and 
the well-organized and co-ordinated atmosphere in 
pro-Communist countries, it is evident that there is a 
definite plan in operation among the Communist and 
pro-Communist leaders throughout the world. The Red 
leaders have thrown aside principles and morals in 
behalf of the goal for world Communism. There is no 
“neutralism” permitted among the Communists’ in the 
march forward to their goal. 

On the non-Communist front there is division and 
neutralism, the world Communist threat is recognized, 
but there is a lack of coordination. One is fighting to 
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attain a goal, the other is defending a tradition and 
compromising itself in so doing. 

Then there are the parasites accepting aid from 
both sides, India and Yugoslavia for examples, playing 
“neutral” in the battle of Communist power politics 
and non-Communist freedom. One, India, is Social- 
ist; the other, “independent” Communist. 

In the Far East, Japan, pro-West, is being threat- 
ened by Russia because of American bases. Great 
Britain and West Germany have received similar 
threats. In Indonesia an election, intended as a 
“showdown” between Communists and anti-Commu- 
nists, a tension built up prior to the Formosan crisis, 
has now been postponed ostensibly to prevent a “Red 
victory” in the election, but actually to see which 
way the wind blows in the Formosan conflict. 

Morocco has been agitated into forcing the United 
States to abandon the five military bases built there 
by American taxpayers at a cost of millions of dollars 
and for mutual protection. Iceland, supported by 
Russia, has adopted an arrogant attitude towards 
Great Britain relative to off-shore fishing rights, Un- 
der economic pressure and the fear of Chinese repris- 
als, Great Britain has advised us that she will main- 
tain a hands-off policy in the Formosan crisis in the 
event of a war between the United States and USSR 
— Red China, fearing the loss of Hong Kong, of great 
commercial value to England. Canada has deserted 
us in the Chinese situation in order to expand her 
trade with Red China. Nasserism with Russian and 
Chinese backing is sweeping the Near East, Egypt, 
Iraq, Syria and other countries have cast their lot 
with Russia and China. 

In the midst of an apparent growing friendship be- 
tween France and West Germany, the Soviet master- 
minds warn both against such peaceful gestures, charg- 
ing that an end to “ancient hostility” between Ger- 
many and France “threatens the interests of Euro- 
pean security and those of peace.” Great Britain and 
France are currently witnessing warfare in their Af- 
rican colonies, troubles instigated by Moscow and Red 
China. 

New Kremlin-plotted fronts of turmoil are sched- 
uled — neutralism of more countries when advan- 
tageous; outright pro-Communism when needed.

CONSTITUTION, ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


From the themes of the “Declaration of Dependence on God," the “Declaration of Independence” 
and our Constitution, has our country grown through the liberties afforded by our forefathers 


I" IS most worthy of note that during recent years 

many fine minds are studying more closely the na- 
ture of modern American capitalism. One main rea- 
son has been the post-war prosperity. Why has the 
nation carried on so well in spite of two mild reces- 
sions and with a third at hand in early 1958? 

Some of the answers of the keener critics will sur- 
prise a lot of people who think that technology is 
mostly responsible for our economic growth. More 
emphasis is placed on the value of human qualities and 
their application in industry. This was not always so 
although in the political order we aimed to protect 
and develop virtues which would make for better cit- 
izenship. Today there is a positive trend in industry 
in the recognition not only of the dignity of the indi- 
vidual, but also of social responsibility. This trend 
must be encouraged and amplified so as to be identi- 
fied with the enterprise system itself. 

Writing in Social Order, November, 1956, on “Sell- 
ing American Capitalism,” Arnold F. McKee claims: 
“It follows that the truly good things in American 
capitalism are its safeguarding of private property 
and enterprise, its opposition to unnecessary state in- 
tervention, its broad safeguarding of liberty of occu- 
pation and so on... But now we may see why these 
things are desirable. It is because they broadly con- 
form to the requirements of human nature and dig- 
nity and to the purpose and ends of the economy as 
part of society. One could only wish, of course, that 
the reality corresponded more to the theory of these 
desirabilia in the U, 8.; and the precise work of those 
who thirst after social justice must be to achieve im- 
provement.” 

Our forefathers gave us principles of action which 
secured the growth of political ideals. Many of these 
principles protected the development of industry in 
the 19th century. At the same time we know there 
were terrible abuses because men sought selfish inter- 
ests and forgot the common good. Today, however, 
many great evils have been abolished and economic 
justice advanced. Yet it is our conviction that our 
enterprise system would be stronger in every way if 
constitutional principles had been applied more di- 
rectly to the national economy. 

In that magnificent document, the Constitution of 
the United States, are principles embracing the best 
thought in western civilization. It was the work of 
keen minds and noblest characters. Despite the frailty 
of human nature in its application, it has kept the na- 
tion strong for over 169 years, even through a dreadful 
civil war. 

That is why our citizens should know that our con- 
stitution is a true birthright, a sacred thing because 
it guarantees rights to all. Certainly if our forefathers 
had lacked faith in it, they never would have laid the 
foundation for our present greatness. 

To appreciate what the Constitution really means, 
one should read slowly the tyrannical abuses inflicted 
on the colonies by the then King of Great Britain as 
set forth in the Declaration of Independence. Then 
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let him come to the present and try to estimate the 
advancement in the social, political and economic or- 
der. And it is well to recognize that similar abuses 
are rampant in other lands today. 

Here it is fitting to note that a great part of the 
free world is indebted to the writings of St. Thomas 
Aquinas for his doctrine on good government. Many 
of its principles are at work, especially in the United 
States. He knew that freedom and justice are both 
built on the dignity of man. St. Thomas wrote: “The 
best form of government is in a state or kingdom 
wherein one is given the power to preside over all; 
while under him are others having governing power. 
A government of this kind is shared by all, both be- 
cause all are eligible to govern and because the rulers 
are chosen by all.” This idea is well expressed in the 
Constitution. 

One of the finest lines in the Constitution is: “No 
title of nobility shall be granted by the United States.” 
(Sec. 9) Americans salute only the aristocracy of 
ability and accomplishment. The repudiation and 
decay of noble titles in many European lands has jus- 
tified the wisdom of our forefathers. 

Moreover we must recognize in the words of Chris- 
topher Dawson that America’s “roots lie deep in the 
soil of Western Christendom so that it is impossible 
to understand it aright apart from its religious and 
cultural background . . . It derived its strength from 
the Christian belief in the absolute and unique value 
of the human soul.” 

Under the protection of the Constitution our na- 
tion grew. For our forefathers who sought to explore 
and conquer the wilderness and to claim it for their 
own knew that the Constitution protected the right 
of private property, a God-given right. No tyrant 
could come along and confiscate it in the name of the 
State. And so the country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, from the Gulf of Mexico to Canada was fought 
and won, developed and cultivated, with the fruits of 
the farms, the riches of the mines, and the products of 
the mills assuring the citizens that a better standard 
of living was ever ahead. 

In the field of politics our Constitution has advanced 
the aims of our republic to a remarkable degree. In 
this respect, keeping in mind the ideal objectives which 
our founding fathers cherished, W. E. H. Lecky once 
wrote: “To divide and restrict power; to secure prop- 
erty; to check appetite for organic change; to guard 
individual liberty against the tyranny of the multi- 
tude, as well as against the tyranny of an individual 
or a class; to infuse into American political life a 
spirit of continuity and of sober and moderate free- 
dom, were the ends which the great American states- 
men set before them, and which they in large measure 
attained.” 

It must be remembered that our forefathers had no 
concept of the future industrial development of the 
nation. They could not write out principles of eco- 
nomic action touching the same. Yet it is evident 
that under the basic principle of liberty the general 
economy of the nation advanced. 
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Liberty allows risk. And love of risk or adventure 
has been traditional in American life. Our history 
books have many chapters devoted to the adventures 
of pioneer explorers and zealous missionaries. That 
same love of risk motivated the first industrialists as 
they invested in mills run by water and steam power. 

Today industry continues to risk as expansion plans 
call for use of profits or a stock offering in which 
others share the risk. Research and risk go hand-in- 
hand. Du Pont put $27 million into research to per- 
fect nylon before a dollar in profit was made. As I 
write, before me is a colored ad entitled “A $32,000,000 
Treasure Hunt for Submarine Asbestos.” It refers to 
the drainage of Black Lake, Quebec, to allow mining 
of the rich asbestos beds beneath its surface. The 
writer was privileged to inspect the start of this proj- 
ect in 1955. Here again was a risk running into mil- 
lions. 

Liberty supposes respect for the rights of others. 
This is clear from the definition of the right to per- 
sonal liberty which is the right to enjoy one’s freedom 
subject to no restraint except that imposed by the law 
of God or the law of the state, Too many times in the 
past have selfish interests injured the rights of others 
and frequently the common good. The pollution of 
rivers is an example. 

Liberty affords opportunity for experiment and 
trial. At times the price may be high as we see in 
business failures. Dun and Bradstreet have made a 
survey showing that 90 per cent of business failures 
are due to inexperience or incompetence. This only 
proves the remark of an observer that: “The inalien- 
able right to lose one’s shirt is still highly cherished.” 

The American atmosphere of liberty has given wide 
scope to adaptability. Our leaders have always warned 
that a society will stagnate when the people are con- 
tent to do things in an accustomed routine, quite satis- 
fied with their lot, and letting tomorrow take care of 


itself. But to grow supposes change and change begins 
with ideas. To put ideas into practice will upset 


those contented with their current status. But they 
must yield if true progress is to be made. Americans 
have ever welcomed new ideas which call for change 
although certain people might suffer in the transition. 

Idle dreams have no place in a growing economy but 
constructive dreams are much sought after. That is 
why the nation is pouring some $7 billion into re- 
search. Many of these dreams will materialize into 
fortunes and an improved standard of living. 

There is no central thought control in America, We 
have been free to develop our ideas, to experiment, to 
make all the guesses possible. Besides the delight of 
discovery there is also hope of just rewards. Inven- 
tions have continuously changed our mode of life. Af- 
ter we mastered the power of steam for industry and 
transportation, we advanced into a new world of elec- 
tricity and harnessed it for countless purposes. We 
now can hurl our voice around the globe and fly faster 
than the speed of sound itself. 

What has this to do with economic growth? David 
McCord Wright, a most competent authority, writing 
in Fortune, February, 1957, has developed more fully 
some of these topics. He answers the question in these 
words: “Well, if continued growth comes from contin- 
ued change, if change depends upon scientific discov- 
ery, and if such discovery depends in the last analysis 
upon creative guesses, then, other things being equal, 
the society that furnishes the best background for 
creative guesswork will furnish the most natural back- 
ground for economic growth.” 

A recent report from the United States Chamber of 
Commerce reads: “Freedom implies the freedom to take 
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a chance. A free society provides freedom of oppor- 
tunity but does not guarantee success to all who enter. 
Success depends primarily on judgment, managerial 
skill and experience. We should not expect all busi- 
nesses to be able to live. Unless inefficient, high-cost 
firms are eliminated by competition, our economy will 
lose its dynamic character, will stagnate and decline.” 

Yet success for the individual and his company must 
not be the only goal. As Meyer Kestnbaum, president 
of Hart Schaffner and Marx, recently remarked: “Bus- 
inessmen face social problems rather than ignore them 
and seek first for an answer in individual and company 
initiative.” In the same vein are the words of Eugene 
Holman of Standard Oil: “A creative society must be 
a free society, built upon men and women who are 
broadly educated to manage their own affairs. The only 
sure guarantee of progress comes from helping millions 
of individuals to arrive at their maximum potential, 
to express themselves, to turn loose their initiative 
and ingenuity.” 

The keenest minds in industry are very critical of 
fellow-business men who do not promote social respon- 
sibility. One could quote at length men like Eric 
Johnston, former president of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Charles Wilson, former head of 
General Electric Company. But I think a quotation 
from a speech by George H. Dunne, 8. J., before a 
bankers’ convention in 1951 presents the challenge 
which business leaders should accept in the spirit of 
our forefathers in promoting the common good. 

“Because of the nature of its privileges, it seems to 
me that the special responsibility of business to the 
community consists in the exercise of constructive 
leadership in spreading the social benefits of the econ- 
omy to the less privileged . . . in enlarging the ‘par- 
ticipation by all in the material gains of our economy ; 
in pushing back the frontiers of poverty and enlarging 
the frontiers of freedom from want.” 

A relatively new aspect of our economic develop- 
ment is the question of leisure for the many. With 
most drudgery eliminated, with wealth more fairly 
distributed, and with many safeguards built into the 
economy there is greater time for leisure. This should 
not mean idleness and wasted opportunity. It should 
mean liberty to enjoy the things of the spirit — relig- 
ion, culture and general self-improvement. Above all 
proper recognition should be given to God, the giver 
of all good things. 

Pope Pius XII stressed that point when he spoke to 
a group of business men in 1956, At that time he said: 
“We will add that the Christian ideal must never 
cease to inspire your enterprises. The business which 
asks for the co-operation of several individuals for pro- 
duction of goods must then become a means, a mile- 
stone on the road which must lead always higher. Man 
has done nothing if, by bettering economic conditions, 
he has not also given deeper worth to cultural, moral 
and religious issues.” 

Our nation is facing crucial problems in the inter- 
national order. A great part of their successful solu- 
tion will depend upon the strength of our modern en- 
terprise system. And so we should have greater and 
more grateful appreciation of the factors responsible. 
We have mentioned the links going back to the Con- 
stitution. We may also learn much from the spirit 
of the men who brought the Constitution into being. 

Long before that memorable occasion and in very 
trying days many of our forefathers issued a document 
known as “A Declaration of Dependence on God.” It 
was adopted in the Continental Congress on June 10, 
1775. Its message is perhaps more pertinent now than

OUR GREATEST NEED -- INSPIRATION 


Has the Socialist “cradle-to-grave” security removed the need for a 
man to seek his own way? And have high taxes removed his incentive? 
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W 'T the national spotlight centered on education 

as a means of maintaining and advancing Amer- 
ican leadership, it would be well for any intelligent 
person to ask himself the question: What makes a 
country great? 


Many factors are involved to some extent, of course, 
but primarily the people, or more specifically the 
mental attitude of the people, sets a nation apart as 
great. This high level of leadership, this greatness is 
maintained only as long as the mental attitude of the 
people commands such greatness. What, then are the 
factors involved: What inspires a people to develop 
this attitude and why do they lose it? 


If education alone is the most important factor of 
greatness how is the overwhelming number of unedu- 
cated men among the great and near-great of all time 
to be accounted for? True, an adequate formal edu- 
cation is desirable, but education without inspiration 
is dormant re noteworthy accomplishment. Like a 
dormant seed, the potential power is there but with- 
out inspiration, ambition, the will to succeed, or 
whatever you choose to call it, the power remains 
potential — nothing more. 


History provides adequate defense of this position. 
Rome, in all her glory numbered the best educated men 
of that day among the citizens, but lost its leadership 
among nations when political incompetence sapped the 
inspiration of its potential leaders. If education or 
even intelligence is all powerful how did Rome or 
any of the early seats of culture come to fall. 

There are those who maintain that natural re- 
sources and favorable climate are the prime factors 
in a country’s greatness. If this be true how did an 
ill-favored land such as Greece or England for that 
matter, rise in its day to a position of prominence 
—head and shoulders above the rest of the world? 

From history’s beginning, the tremendous weight of 
evidence tends to prove that an inspired people per- 
form outstanding feats, accomplish the near-impos- 
sible and build a great nation, whenever and in what- 
ever place this mass inspiration becomes manifest. 

For a great many years, America has produced a 
substantial number of leaders in the most desirable 
fields of endeavor. If this is less true today than it 
was twenty or thirty years ago, is it not possible or 
even probable that lack of inspiration is the more 
likely culprit? Assuming inspiration to be at least 
equal to any other factor in the outstanding achieve- 
ment of a man or nation and further assuming that 
the United States is not producing the same large 
proportion of outstanding leadership it did in the 
past, why has there been no move to boost inspiration? 
Is it possible the powers that be are unaware of this 
motivation of human nature? Can they entertain the 
futile idea that the situation will right itself, or does 
the majority lack courage to face facts? 

If we agree that inspiration is the prime factor; or, 
at least, an element of vital importance to the well- 
being of a nation, that logical question will be: What 
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is inspiration? 


How is it bred and by what force 
does it expire? 


There are, of course, many varieties of inspiration, 
induced by multiple forces. All are familiar with the 
will-o’-the-wisp variety which sometimes carries an 
underdog to victory over an opponent of much greater 
potential ability. Then, too, there have always been 
a few persons who seem to be born with enough in- 
spiration to last a lifetime under any and all condi- 
tions. But the more important variety — the brand 
that can endure a lifetime in an ordinary man or 
woman under proper conditions, seems to be sired by 
incentive out of Dame Necessity. 


Why this is so is a different subject, known loosely 
as the nature of man or facts of life. History, how- 
ever, proves again and again that every great nation, 
every inspired people bad these two motivations and 
further that the loss of either incentive or necessity 
will kill inspiration at its source. 


It is a wonderful privilege and a weighty responsi- 
bility to live in a great nation and be a part of an 
inspired people. Every real American is aware of 
this. This awareness behooves each of us, the leaders 
and the people who elect the leaders, to examine these 
facts. Ask and attempt to answer these provocative 
questions. 


First, if America is less inspired today than in 
times past, we must assume one or both of the parent 
motivations have been, or are being, destroyed. Is it 
possible that social security (Federal old age, sick and 
survivors insurance, and unemployment insurance) 
guaranteed annual wage, seniority rights, etc. — life- 
savers though they have proved to be in many cases — 
have lowered the feeling of necessity in a great many 
people. This might easily account for a lack of in- 
spiration, a lowering of determination to earn a little 
more and use it more wisely. 


Could it be that the numerous Government handouts

have so removed the need to work, plan, and save for 
a rainy day that the inspiration to perform those tra- 
ditional American tasks has withered and died in a 
large segment of the people? 


A great many authorities of the liberal variety 
claim to believe that need is a foe rather than friend 
of inspiration. Numerous arguments have been of- 
fered re why this should be so, but always the facts 
prove man just isn’t built that way. In the final 
analysis, who can question this wisdom? After all, 
what is success without the need to succeed? 


Though a man may feel the need to reach a given 
objective, it is unlikely he will be inspired to try un- 
less he knows there is reasonable assurance of pro- 
tection for him and his position once the prize is won. 
Incentive, therefore, is necessary to inspiration. Is 
it possible that the progressive income tax system has 
seriously retarded incentive? For example, the hard- 
er one tries, the more one earns, the less (percentage- 
wise) one is allowed to keep. Has the incentive to 
maintain and expand industry been lessened by our 
system of taxing American industry — using some of 
the money to strengthen foreign industry so it may 
cut into the American market — ten, twenty, and in 
some cases as much as eighty per cent? 


Is there a reason why Americans are less inspired 
to put forth their best? If so, is the voting majority 
of leadership in Washington spending their time and 
your money to the best possible advantage in an effort 
to halt this decline in inspiration or do they pursue 
secondary matters while the greatness of this Repub- 
lie sinks into oblivion? 


These are a few of the questions this generation 
must answer soon and answer correctly if future gen- 
erations are to have the opportunity to answer them 
in their day. 


As a guide there is the sure knowledge that Amer- 
ica grew great because the people were blessed with 
full measure of the required elements of inspiration, 
need and incentive. A man must needs stand on his 
own feet, strive for security, lay in store or suffer the 
consequences — rise or fall by no other hand than his 
own. Proud and respected — and rightly so — was he 
who succeeded exceptionally well. This was a goal to 
inspire youth with the knowledge that it could be 
done. 


No greater incentive could be offered than political, 
personal, and economical freedoms guaranteed by the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights as these documents 
were once interpreted. 


Yes, it is truly a wonderful privilege and heavy re- 
sponsibility to live in a great nation among a great 
people. You and I know this. Whether our children 
are permitted to enjoy this wonderful privilege or not 
depends on how well you and I get our shoulders un- 
der the responsibility. 


What inspires man? Love, Hope and Incentive. 


Love is affection or regard, charity, and a feeling of 
yearning, causing appreciation. Hate is destructive, 
dislike, aversion. 


Hope is a desire, trust, a wish, to have confidence. 
The opposite is despair. 


Incentive is encouragement, impulse, motive or in- 
citement to action, a driving force, stimulating. The 
opposite is deterrent, discouragement, hindrance, re- 
straint, deadening.

World War I and World War II had their genesis 
in the conflicting trade ambitions of Britain and Ger- 
many. World War III may easily evolve from the 
trade rivalries and jealousies of the controlled, cen- 
tralized and disciplined trade of the Soviet-controlled 
Communist bloc, and the more frequently un-coordi- 
nated, trade plans and programs of the independent 
non-Communist nations. 

The World picture is so vast and complicated that 
it cannot be presented briefly, but at the risk of over- 
simplification, it can be stated that Communist trade 
now dominates Asia and the Far East and is rapidly 
penetrating the Near East. 


Communist agitation against “colonialism” labeled 
by Communists as “imperialism” is gradually cutting 
Africa away from the European powers which hereto- 
fore has drawn on the Black Continent’s rich raw ma- 
terial bank for most of the elements needed for Eur- 
ope’s basically industrial economy. The rising tide of 
“nationalism” in Africa is coupled with a clear effort 
to channel trade to the Communist orbit. American 
capital is going to some degree to Africa, in an effort 
to retain orientation to the West. The question of 
decision lies in the near future. 

As Africa is the raw material supply source for 
Europe, so is Latin America a strategically sound, 
normal raw material supply source for North America. 
The detailed world mineralogical hearings, conducted 
by the Senate Committee on Interior and Insular Af- 
fairs a few years ago, documented the conclusion that 
the Western Hemisphere potentially can supply and 
defend itself logically, if Canadian, Central Ameri- 
can and South American resources are fully developed. 

That development is now under way. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce listed U. S. investments—both Gov- 
ernment and private — as ten billion dollars in Latin 
America as of the close of business in 1955 — ten blue 
chips to back our play for the South American Con- 
tinent. 

American defense, if the balloon goes up for World 
War III, may well depend on our ability to obtain 
strategic raw materials by land route or close inshore 
sea haulage, rather than over a long, submarine- 
infested sea route from either African or Asian sources. 
That Hemispheric defense move is the strongest reason 
for our sitting in on the Latin American game. So 
let’s look at the background facts. 

The program of World Communism to capture Latin 
America, which began in 1942, made great progress in 
Mexico through the Cardenas regime, had full power 
in Guatemala until the overthrow of the Arbenz gov- 
ernment, and had illegal, but still active, roots in Ar- 
gentina, Bolivia, British Guiana, Chile, Venezuela, 
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Cuba and Uruguay, and, to a lesser degree in Ecuador, 
Panama and Peru. The latter two have been heavily 
infiltrated in the past year. 

But it was only after the suicide of President Var- 
gas of Brazil in August, 1954, that the full program 
of Communists to capture Latin America was for- 
mally proclaimed by an official source — never denied 
or disproven. 

The authority for the text of the World Communist 
program for taking over Latin America is the Minister 
of Justice of the Republic of Chile. On October 21, 
1954, he went before the Chilean Chamber of Deputies 
and read a document described as “the secret program 
for Communist Action in Latin America.” The Min- 
ister said it had been obtained from a Chilean diplo- 
mat in Europe, that it had been prepared by the Latin- 
American Bureau of the Communist Politburo in Mos- 
cow, and that the particular copy from which he read 
had been addressed to the Political Committee of the 
Communist Party of Chile. 

Later the same day, at 0300 GMT, from Santiago, 
Chile, Radio Neuvo Mondo broadcast the purported 
text of the Justice Minister's statement to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

A parallel situation in the United States would be 
the appearance of the Attorney General before the 
House of Representatives to present a report jointly 
prepared by the F.B.1. and the Department of State, 
exposing Communist plans to first subvert, and then 
to seize the North American Continent. 

The Communist program text covered three divi- 
sions: first, a definition of tactics; second, the “Union 
Apparatus”; third, the “Political Apparatus,” with 
some specific directions as supplementary items on the 
agenda. The text of the tactical section was broad- 
cast as follows: 

“Tactics are determined for Latin America, which 
is behind in its co-ordination in the fight being 
waged in other regions, especially according to the 
needs imposed by the new policy and the new legis- 
lation in the United States regarding the Commu- 
nist Party. These tactics primarily serve the fol- 
lowing needs: 


“We value trade least for economic reasons 
and most for political reasons.”— (Khrushchev, 
1955) 

“The disintegration of the single, all-embrac- 
ing world market must be regarded as the most 
important economic sequel of the Second World 
War. .. . It has had the effect of further deep- | 
ening the general crisis of the world capitalist | 
system. . . . The inevitability of wars between 
capitalist countries remains in force.”—(Stalin, 
addressing the 19th Party Congress)

“1. To facilitate penetration into national organiza- 
tions by means of groups in which non-militant 
forces participate, even those not allied to the Com- 
munist Party, in order to assure a quick control of 
these organizations on a politico-economic platform, 
which would insure, for us, the decisive maneuver 
which will later become necessary, the displacement 
from the government of those who do not belong to 
our cadres. 

“2. To avoid, as much as possible, risks for our or- 
ganization and its persecution, and that of its mili- 
tant members.” 


North American specialists on Communist activities 
will recognize this section of the directive as the old 
Earl Browder “Trojan Horse” method of infiltration 
of organizations not basically Communist. 

“3. To insure the collapse of the capitalistic system, 
not by means of movements of the formal political 
type, which are the ones which bring the greatest 
number of reprisals and obstacles with more restric- 
tions, but through resolutions of an economic type 
which would deprive bourgeoise governments of the 
means of subsistence, would provide a more ener- 
getic and acute reaction in the masses, and which, 
in themselves, lead to collapse. 

“4. To achieve a better utilization of the crises by 

means of inflationary processes with strikes to as- 

sist that purpose.” 


Again the directive is in parallel with Communist 
tactics used —and exposed as Communist in both 
Europe and America, the combining of the “Trojan 
Horse” leadership infiltration with that of the United 
Front method of linking Communist organizations 
with “liberal” or “progressive” groups and thus dom- 
inating the course of all. 


“5. To centralize the fight, concentrating all efforts 
on two primary objectives— (A) The attack on 
North American imperialism, in order to prevent 
acts of aggression that it prepares against the 
People’s [Communist] Democracies, and as a means 
to prevent help by this imperialism to bourgeoise 
governments which are still hesitant, and do not 
respond in a direct and loyal manner to our orders; 
and (B) to limit the international front of imperial- 
ism, making impossible and unpopular any action 
that would harm People’s Democracies, and which, 
conversely, could increase the power of capitalist 
nations and implement imperialist economic 
strength.” 


The “tactics” it must be remembered, were drafted 
immediately after the suicide of President Getulio 
Vargas, of Brazil, in August, 1954, in the period be- 
fore the overthrow of Dictator Juan Peron of Ar- 
gentina, and when the liquidation of the Communist 
Government in Guatemala was still fresh in the Latin 
American mind. The program, on a continental basis, 
fitted in with the action in national geographic boun- 
daries. 

The operation of American investment projects in 
Latin America was, and still is, dependent on peaceful 
labor relations. 

The text covering the Communist use of infiltrated 
union strength was split into seven directive para- 
graphs, which include the following: 


“UNION APPARATUS: The norms already estab- 
lished in Latin America through the unifying action 
of Comrade Lombardo Toledano [Mexico] should be 
firmly maintained. The line of action in this re- 
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spect has now been changed from the main line, as 
follows: 

“1. To form great federative coalitions, within 
which it would be possible to have organizations 
allied to our party, and which our party could con- 
trol at vote counts and by passing resolutions. 

“2. To use in apparent leadership of these federa- 
tions, persons, who, although they may not be our 
comrades, have shown sympathetic or previous affili- 
ations. By this means, not only are bourgeoise 
laws circumvented, assuring our success by surprise 
at the decisive moment, but also persecutions 
against our party and its militant members are 
avoided.” 


Toledano’s close Communist affiliations and, in turn, 
the cooperation of leftwing labor organizations like 
“CUTCH” in Chile, the Labor Party in Brazil, the 
radical labor elements of Argentina, fit into Moscow’s 
Latin American Communist program. Common ob- 
jectives appear in the similarity of railroad, mining and 
shipping strikes in each country. 

“3. To have control, in all these coalitions and of 
their leaders, by means of two methods: by placing 
our members in positions having vital importance, 
such as recruitment, treasury, propaganda, work- 
ers’ press and so forth, and especially, thru the im- 
position of catchwords and objectives which would 
not allow the apparent leaders to retreat once the 
movement is started, because such a retreat would 
provoke a violent reaction among the masses. 
“5. To demand that democratic constitutional laws 
be maintained because they are the ones which per- 
mit us to better carry out our work, with smaller 
risks, although for this purpose it may be indis- 
pensable to sacrifice some campaigns for the time 
being.” 


Even as the Communist program was being publi- 
cized, the Single Center of Chilean Workers—CUTCH 
— was being knit more closely together to call and 
sustain general strikes: The “cost of living” and “in- 
flation” slogans were emphasized to provide cause for 
the strikes, and the “northern imperialist” ownership 
of many mines and industrial developments were 
blamed for the so-called “oppression of the workers.” 

The section dealing with political operations of the 
Communists, declared, according to the text: 

“POLITICAL APPARATUS: To take advantage of 

every opportunity to make tacit and strong alli- 

ances with other organizations on the basis of na- 
tionalism, anti-imperialist struggle, reaction against

Of the Government projected under those documents 
Benjamin Franklin said: “We have given you a Re- 
public, if you can keep it.” ; 

Looking ahead, George Washington warned of the 
danger of entangling foreign alliances. 

Woodrow Wilson was elected on the slogan that 
“He kept us out of war.” — but only six months later, 
Woodrow Wilson called on Congress to confirm his 
declaration that a State of War existed. : 

Woodrow Wilson, after World War I, broke a pres- 
idential precedent to go to Versailles with his Fourteen 
Points, and to project the United States into the affairs 
of Europe. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt followed the Wilson 
precedent when in the election campaign he promised 
to keep the United States out of the second European 
World War and later in attending the conferences at 
Casablanca, and Yalta, entangling our country further 
in Old World power politics. 

Harry Truman, as President of the United States, 
also went abroad, he to Potsdam. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower as President made the prece- 
dents bi-partisan by attending the “Big Four” “Sum- 
mit” conferences at Geneva. 

Three Democrats and a Republicatythereby have re- 
jected the Washington warning of danger of entangling 
foreign alliances. 

As a result the United States today is forced to 
maintain segments of its armed forces on all conti- 
nents of the world, on all the oceans touching on those 
continents, and held available to take to the skies 
above them. 

We have eptangling alliances with countries on all 
continents — alliances which call upon us to make war 
in their defense if they become involved in that ad- 
vaneed state of international relations at which the 
words of diplomats end, and the military forces take 
over the issues. We have, through economic and trade 
commitments, further entangled our nation and its 
people in over eighty countries. ; 

We have a national debt on which the interest alone 
exceeds the entire cost of Government of the last Re- 
publican President before Eisenhower. 

We now have a concept of Government fastened 
upon us by the New Deal in which large segments of 
our population look to the Government for “cradle-to- 
grave” security—a concept far more closely paralleled 
to Socialism, Statism, or even Communism, than to 
the concept of Government defined in the Constitution 
or the Bill of Rights. 

Powerful segments of our population are active in 
well-organized special interest groups, each seeking 
special benefits for its particular membership or fol- 
lowing, with the over-all well-being of the United 
States of America as a secondary consideration.

gardless of party piatforms of conventions and the 
campaign pledges of the candidates, 

There is a need for the quick crystallization of media 
through which the citizens at the local or grass-roots 
level may receive truth as opposed to propaganda, facts 
as opposed to surmise or interpretation by the special 
pleaders. 

There is a vital necessity for sending STATESMEN 
instead of small-time POLITICIANS, THINKERS 
instead of DEMAGOGUES, PATRIOTS instead of 
SELF-SEEKERS to those high places in our Govern- 
ment at which policy, both foreign and domestic, and 
the laws to)implement those policies, evolve. 

Tomorrow, or let’s say next month, the people of

ONLY the Senate can introduce a bill of impeach- 
ment of the President, of the Vice President, of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, of other members of 
Congress, or of lesser Federal officers, if they violate 
their oaths of office. The Constitution says so. 

ONLY the Senate has the power to confirm or re- 
ject appointments made by the President. The Consti- 
tution says so. 

ONLY the Senate can confirm or reject a Treaty af- 
fecting the relations of the United States with a For- 
eign Power. The Constitution says so. 

ONLY the members of the House and one-third of 
the members of the Senate are required to take their 
records to the people for rejection or approval every 
two years. 

ONLY by sending to the Congress such Senators 
and Representatives as make their position clear on 
all vital issues, who pledge their support of that posi- 
tion if elected, and who carry out their pledges after 
election, can the citizens of this Nation secure their 
rights and be assured that they may keep the Republic 
Franklin foresaw might be undermined.

INVESTIGITIS — THE QUIZ ITCH 


“The operation was a success—but the patient 
died.” 

That’s a grim comment from the realm of anesthet- 
ics, scalpels, sutures and surgical operation rooms. It 
can apply equally well to many of the end results of 
effort by the legislative doctors who diagnose the caus- 
es of national ills, prescribe medication or surgery to 
remove the causes of trouble — usually with radio and 
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television — and hope fervently that their fingers on 
the public pulse have led them, particularly in election 
years, to a prescription that will be accepted by the 
voters at subsequent primary or general elections. 

In recent months the newspapers have been jammed 
with accounts of the Senate Committee, headed by 
Democratic Senator McClellan of Arkansas, investiga- 
tion into corrupt practices in Labor Unions. 

Over a period of months, the 1,400,000 member Team- 
sters Union, headed by Dave Beck (an openly declared 
Republican), was investigated by the McClellan com- 
mittee. Beck and his Union were subsequently expelled 
from the AFL-CIO. 

Then the Laundry Workers Union, and its President, 
Sam Byers, were investigated and subsequently ex- 
pelled from the AFL-CIO. 

The A.F.L. Textile Workers, the A.F.L. (not the Reu- 
ther) Auto Workers and the A.F.L. Distillery Work- 
ers were investigated, and subsequently the AFL-CIO 
forced them to replace their officers. 

The A.F.L. Carpenters Union, headed by a publicly 
declared Republicans was involved in an allegedly im- 
proper real estate action in Indiana. 

The significant fact is that all of these unions which 
have been given the rough tongue treatment by Sen- 
ator McClellan and his chief Committee counsel, Rob- 
ert Kennedy (brother of Senator John Kennedy, D., 
of Massachusetts), had all been members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor before the AFL-CIO merger 
in 1955. 

Walter P. Reuther, head of the United Automobile 
Workers Union, was called before the McClellan Com- 
mittee, but was subjected to somewhat softer treatment 
than accorded the heads of the Teamsters, Bakers, or 
other Unions subsequently expelled from the AFL-CIO. 
Reuther was permitted to appear, but the Minority 
counsel (Republican) of the Committee was not per- 
mitted to present the result of an investigation of the 
Reuther union. 

It is a matter of record that the AFL, before the 
1952 merger with the CIO, broke all precedent and 
endorsed the Democratic candidate for President by 
open convention vote. Also the AFL-CIO 1956 con- 
vention — after the merger — again endorsed the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President. 

In both elections the Republican Presidential candi- 
date was elected, even carrying those states in which 
labor had boasted its greatest numerical enrollment. 

Currently the AFL-CIO political action committees 
are campaigning, in primaries, for the election of Sen- 
ators and Representaties — and it may be purely coin- 
cidental that a vast majority of their selected candi- 
dates, if not all, are “liberal” Democrats. It may be 
coincidental, too, that at least 15 major figures of the 
AFL-CIO organization serve on the Democratic Party 
National Committee’s Labor Advisory Committee.

current methods of Communist infiltration in an area 
of our society which is of vital importance in forma- 
tion of public opinion.” 

The Committee has also uncovered a major source 
of revenue available to Communist propagandists. It 
points out that the sum of $20 to $30 million yearly 
is collected by Soviet agents in Canada as customs 
duties on food and clothing parcels sent by Canadian 
citizens to the Soviet Union and is used to finance the 
activities of approximately 100,000 Communists in 
Canada, Milan Jakubec, president of the executive 
council of the Mutual Cooperation League of Canada 
and president of the Slovak Legion, told the Congres- 
sional Committee. 

These customs duties average 150 to 175 per cent of 
the cost of the article itself, he emphasized, and are 
part of a sum of at least $100 million a year in sim- 
ilar duties which Soviet agents collect from citizens 
of the free world. 

The Mutual Cooperation League of Canada, which 
Mr. Jakubec heads, consists of 18 ethnic groups orig- 
inating from behind the Lron Curtain; and the Slovak 
Legion, of which he is president, consists of veterans 
who fought during the last war in French, British, 
and other Allied armies. 

Mr. Jakubec stated that there are about 23 Commu- 
nist newspapers in various languages in Canada. Other 
Communist propaganda publications in Canada in- 
clude the Soviet News Bulletin, published by the So- 
viet Embassy, and Northern Neighbors, which is fi- 
nanced from the Soviet Embassy. 

The Committee report also went into the work 
which it had done in exposing Communist colonizers, 
propagandists and agitators who are presently active 
in the rapidly developing industrial centers of the 
South. The Committee says that a hard core of Com- 
munists from red hotbeds in metropolitan areas of the 
North are presently operating in various Southern 
. enterprises including textile plants, publications and 
organizations in which they are masquerading behind 
a facade of humanitarianism. 

During the twelve months of its operation during 
the past fiscal year, the Committee interrogated some 
105 witnesses in public session and 60 witnesses in 
executive session. In addition, several hundred per- 
sons were interviewed by committee investigators. 


Mexico Arrests Elite 
American Reds 


From time to time NationaL Repustic has made 
reference to the fact that whenever American Reds 
have gotten into trouble they have frequently escaped 
American surveillance through Mexico. 

In an unexpected move the Mexican Government 
has suddenly dropped a bombshell into the colony of 
foreign Communists and fellow travelers who have 
been carrying on their activities in that country. 

Ramon Lugo, Under Secretary of the Interior Min- 
istry of Mexico has disclosed that a large number of 
Reds, including nine Americans, have been shipped 
out of that country. 

Included in the group are Bernard Blasenheim, for- 
mer New York resident recently engaged in construc- 
tion activities in Mexico; Albert Lane Lewis, writer 
and former head of the theatre department at the 
University of Mexico; Max Lederman Schlafrock, with 
a previous deportation record; John Milton Bright, 
motior picture scenarist, Ralph Scott, Lini Fohr, 
John Ruscock, Paul Stevenson and Felix Saunders.

The Mexican Government shipped these people either 
to San Antonio or Logs Angeles. The Interior Ministry 
also revealed that a number of Americans, including 
the wealthy New Yorker, Frederich Vanderbilt Field, 
were also under investigation. 

The crackdown on Communist agitators and propa- 
ganda peddlers came in Mexico City after a week of 
street battles involving students, workers, teachers 
and police. The Interior Ministry claims it has proof 
that Communist agitators directed the fighting and 
had given money and assistance to the participants, as 
well as helping in wildcat strikes in schools and among 
telegraphers and railroad workers. 

The raids apparently sealed off what President 
Adolpfo Ruiz Cortines said was a fountainhead of 
Communist agitation. 

Reliable sources said that more than 100 Americans 
known to be Communists had fled to Mexico in recent 
years to evade subpoenas from the courts and Con- 
gressional committees. 

During its recent investigation the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee has said that “Several hun- 
dred American citizens” living in Mexico City were 
Communists or had Communist connections. Earlier, 
Mexico immigration officials claimed that the known

Two American capitalists who fled the United States 
after being branded espionage agents before a Congres- 
sional committee, have been rewarded by the Com- 
munists in Czechoslovakia, They are millionnaire 
stockbroker Alfred K. Stern and his wife, Martha 
Dodd Stern, daughter of a one-time New Deal ambas- 
sador to Nazi Germany. The Sterns fled the United 
States by way of Mexico over a year ago and now Stern 
has been given a job as a consultant on building proj- 
ects in connection with the Communist industrial de 
velopment in Czechoslovakia. Mrs. Stern has a job as 
an adviser in connection with English speaking movies 
produced by the state film studios in Czechoslovakia. 

Reports indicate the fugitive pair is living in luxury 
compared to the natives of this Communist country. 
They recently completed a vacation to the Black Sea 
and acquired a new villa as well as a new Mercedes 
automobile manufactured in West Germany. 

Unless the Red regime grants him special dispensa- 
tion, which will not set well with the natives, Stern 
will feel the pinch next year under a provision of the 
©zech laws which provides that foreigners taking up 
permanent residence in that country must, after a year, 
transfer all of their foreign assets to Czechoslovakia. 

The accusing finger against the Sterns was pointed 
by Boris Morros, who denounced them as spies before 
the House Un-American Activities Committee. The 
Federal Grand Jury indicted them for espionage but 
they fled to Mexico and then to Russia before papers 
could be served. 


Six pacifists who attempted to impede construction 
of the Atlas missile base in Cheyenne, Wyoming, have 
been fined $100 each and, in the absence of cash, they 
are serving out the fine in a county jail. 

* * * 

A three-year term in the Nebraska Men’s Reforma- 
tory has been handed John David Provoo, one-time 
central figure in a treason case, as the result of his 
arrest on a morals charge involving an 18-year-old 
boy. Provoo figured prominently in a post-World War 
II, treason case. 

The Government apparently intends to whittle down 
some of its charges against John W. Powell, his wife 
Sylvia, and Julian Schuman, who were associated to- 
gether in the publication of a magazine known as the 
China Monthly Review in Shanghai. The group had 
been indicted on 13 counts involving sedition. One 
count has already been dismissed and the trio has won 
a trial postponement until mid-October. 

An idication that the Government would abandon 
prosecution of some of the counts came from Robert 
H. Schnacke, U. 8. Attorney in San Francisco, follow- 
ing a pre-trial conference. The Government’s attor- 
ney indicated that some of the charges will be dropped 
rather than open military and diplomatic secrets of 
the Korean war period. 

The Powells and Schuman were accused of publish- 
ing detrimental statements about this country’s con- 
duct of the Korean war and included allegations that 
U. 8. troops had used germ warfare in Korea, This 
particular charge has not been dropped.

Robert Carter, New York attorney for the Association, 
argued before the Supreme Court of Florida that the 
State had not shown it was being harmed by the activ- 
ities of the N.A.A.C.P, The committee of the Legis- 
lature is attempting to question four members of the 
Miami chapter of the colored organization. The court 
has already upheld the right of the committee to issue 
subpoenas for witnesses and records of the N.A.A.C.P. 
Mark Hawes, attorney for the investigating committee, 
told the court that the only point not decided was 
whether committee questions were pertinent to its in- 
quiry, and a decision on that could not be made until 
the witnesses had appeared and questions have been 
put to them. 


Supreme Court Decision 
Opens Door to Reds 


The handcuffs recently placed on the State Depart- 
ment in the issuance of passports, by a Supreme Court 
decision, endangers the national security of the United 
States, according to information recently released by 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee. . 

The Supreme Court ruling held that the State De- 
partment is without authority to regulate travel of 
Americans out of the country even when such travel en- 
dangers the national security. 

Witnesses appearing before the Senate Committee 
have claimed that the chances of Soviet spying and 
Communist gains have been greatly increased as the 
result of the high court’s decision. Joseph Zack Korn-

feder, former Communist Party leader, declared: “You 
are saving Moscow a lot of expense and lots of head- 
aches because if they can obtain passports here as 
easily as dropping a dime in a turnstile, why should 
they operate expensive fabricating centers and make 
their own passports?” 

Kornfeder, tow of Detroit, was a member of the 
Communist Party from 1919 to 1934 and was specially 
schooled in Moscow to carry out underground assign- 
ments of the Kremlin in the United States and in 
South America. He unfolded to the Committee the 
process he used in obtaining a passport after acquir- 
ing a fraudulent birth certificate, The witness said 
that U. S. passports are highly prized by Moscow and 
are eagerly sought and frequently faked by Communist 
agents. The witness continued by saying, “This is a 
much bigger proposition than passports. To give you 
an idea of the scope of this thing, if you would take 
the office space of all the buildings in Moscow that are 
devoted to directing the activities of the international 
Communist organizations, and if you would put them 
together, you would have an edifice easily as large as 
the Pentagon in Washington, D. C.” 

As the result of the Supreme Court decision, the 
State Department has been compelled to issue pass- 
ports in 65 instances where the applicants were being 
investigated or evaluated as involving possible Com- 
munist afliliation or sympathies. A Senate Committee 
spokesman said that the State Department has re- 
ceived 70 more passport applications “from people 
whom we would normally process under the regula- 
tions relating to Communists.” 

Robert D. Johnson, chief of the legal division of 
the passport office of the State Department, appeared 
before the Senate Internal Security Committee and his 
testimony has just been released by the Committee. 
Senator Eastland, Committee chairman, asked, “Sup- 
pose an espionage agent applied for a passport and 
you had reason to beleive he was taking important 
information out of this country — even though he was 
taking important security information to Moscow, 
could you refuse him a passport?” The passport ofi- 
cial admitted such could be the case. 

Just prior to its adjournment, the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill authorizing the State Depart- 
ment to refuse passports to persons knowingly engaged 
in activities intended to further the international 
Communist movement, but the bill died in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

R. L. O'Connor, the State {Departments’ security 
chief, has declared that the Supreme Court decision 
prevents review of over 400 passport applications for 
possible rejection on the ground of Communist con- 
nections. Referring to the group he said, “I am cer- 
tain that, in all likelihood, some of them are engaged 
in espionage and I don’t think we ought to take that 
chance.” 


Marxians Try A New 
Approach — Front 


New York State’s new Independent-Socialist Party 
succeeded in getting five candidates for state-wide of- 
fice placed on the ballot for the November election. 
Petitions bearing 26,481 signatures were filed with the 
Secretary of States, which was about twice the num- 
ber required to get the leftwing party candidates on 
the ballot. The candidates are John T. McManus of 
Montrose, Westchester County, for Governor; Annette 
T. Rubinstein of Manhattan, for Lieutenant Governor; 
Scott K. Grey, Jr., of Stuyvesant, Columbia County, 
for Attorney General; Hugh N. Mulzac of Jamaica,

Queens, for Controller, and Corliss Lamont of Man- 
hattan for United States Senator. 

In a joint statement the candidates said, “Our line 
on the ballot will be the only one to offer the electorate 
a chance of voting for peace, people’s rights and a 
planned economy that can abolish unemployment, pov- 
erty, discrimination and the threat of war.” Leaders 
in the new party indicated another objective was to 
obtain a sufficient number of votes for their candidates 
to qualify them to get on future ballots without the 
necessity of collecting signatures again, Under the 
state law a party must receive at least 50,000 votes 
for its candidate for governor in a previous election in 
order to maintain its position. This the American La- 
bor Party failed to do in 1954, and consequently col- 
lapsed. Two years ago the Socialist Workers and 
Socialist Labor parties were ruled off the ballot be- 
cause of insufficient signatures. 

Taking a crack at the Democratic and Republican 
candidates for governor in New York, McManus said 
that Governor Harriman and Nelson Rockefeller, Dem- 
ocratic and Republican candidates respectively, pre- 
sented “a choice between the grandson of a rubber 
baron and the grandson of an oil baron, both of whom 
are living up to their family tradition.” Apparently 
from this statement the new party will echo the line 
of other leftwing parties attacking the capitalist sys- 
tem in America.

Belated disclosure that actress Olivia De Haviland 
had admited to the House Committee on Un-Americau 
Activities that she once belonged to a Hollywood red- 
front organization has just been made. Last June 16th 
the actress told the committee that she had innocently 
joined the Hollywood Independent Citizens Committee 
of Arts, Sciences and Professions. Both the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and a similar com- 
mittee of the California Legislature have identified 
this organization as a subversive front. Miss De Hav- 
iland told the committee that she quit as soon as she 
realized its Communistic nature. She was quoted as 
saying, “Three months later the organization went out 
of existence and I think I had a great deal to do with 
it.” 


When her testimony was made public abo. ‘ree 
months after her appearance before the commi:. e¢ she 


was contacted in Paris and said that the hearing 
“was just a formality in connection with the extension 
of my citizenship.” Miss De Haviland was born in 
Japan of British parents, became a United States cit- 
izen in 1941 and is now the wife of Pierre Gallante, 
a Paris magazine editor. 

Miss De Haviland told the committee that she had 
joined the Hollywood front shortly after she obtained 
citizenship and had been led to believe that it was a 
bi-partisan organization interested in good govern- 
ment. She said after a few meetings she noticed that 
the organization was always pro-labor and pro-Russian 
and she declared that she severed her connections with 
it when the organizaiton failed to approve a resolution 
she submitted opposing Communism in this country. 


No Place For Polish 
Bloodletters 


Virginia’s Governor, J. Lindsay Almond, is not go- 
ing to be a party to excessive hospitality to native 
Communists or Russian satellites, Governor Almond 
has refused to take part in a ceremony at Jamestown, 
Virginia, celebrating the arrival of the first Polish 
settlers in America if representatives of the Commu- 
nist government are to participate. Polish Ambassa- 
dor Romuald Spaskowski and other Embassy officials 
have been invited to attend the two-day celebration, 
but subsequently announced that they were canceling 
their plans due to “circumstances beyond our control.” 
It was understood that a number of citizens of Vir- 
ginia had expressed the opinion that officials of the 
Jamestown ceremony were being too hospitable to the 
Russian satellite. 


Actor Barred By 
State Department 


A member of the Actors’ Equity Union has been 
barred from participating with other American actors 
in a play being presented under State Department 
supervision at the Brussels World’s Fair. The actor 
is represented to have been a key member of the Ac- 
tor’s Workshop Company which is presenting “Waiting 
for Godot” at the fair. The State Department’s rea- 
son for the ban is that the actor was “unsatisfactory” 
for travel abroad. 

Herbert Blau, co-director of the Workshop, issued 
a strong protest to the Commissioner General of the 
United States agency in Belgium and declared that his 
company would comply with the State Department de-

mand but was fulfilling its contract under protest. 

In Washington the State Department issued a state- 
ment saying, “It is true the Department felt it would 
be inadvisable for one member of the company to ac- 
company the others to Brussels.” Neither Blau nor 
the State Department would reveal the name of the 
actor involved, but published sources said he is James 
Kershaw, former stage manager for the group. Ker- 
shaw, it is reported, is a Teamster as well as a stage 
manager, and has been described as “a strong union 
man.” Questioned about Kershaw, Blau would not be 
specific as to whether he was the actor in question, but 
admitted that his general impression was that Ker- 
shaw is “politically and socially liberal.” 


Ye Protest Too Much? 


The one-time head of the New York City Civil Serv- 
ice Commission has filed a half-million-dollar damage 
suit against the Board of Directors of the Western 
Pacific Railroad Company. Paul J. Kern who has 
brought the suit charges that the Railroad’s board 
barred him from membership, because an investigator 
had “falsely reported” that he was a “Communist or 
communistically inclined.” It is alleged the investi- 
gator had been hired by the Board.

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COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD

The American people should not panic over the 
Far East Taiwan Strait challenge in itself, for alone 
it is but one among numerous incidents long planned 
by the Moscow masterminds in their drive for world 
Communism. It is the world situation as a whole 
with which we must be concerned. 


The Islands of Quemoy and Matsu are unimportant 
to the non-Communists as far as strategical defense 
is concerned. The United States cannot operate from 
them either in a defensive or offensive warfare. Our 
interest in these islands is purely psychological — the 
effect the surrender of the islands under Red Chinese 
and Russian gun-fire diplomacy would have on the 
remainder of the world. In our opinion the two is- 
lands should otherwise logically be the possession of 
Red China. They are within the internationally ac- 
cepted off-shore line area, but surrender of them to 
Red China, under threat of the shotgun, would indi- 
cate a grave weakness on our part and at the same 
time would settle nothing. Red China would then 
immediately demand Formosa and the remainder of 
Korea and would use shotgun diplomacy to acquire 
them, but we would be in an entirely different stra- 
tegical position to defend the latter two. 


Our hands-off policy in Syria, Iraq and Jordan and 
our withdrawal from Lebanon far from settled any- 
thing in the Near East. Our position in the Near 
East has been crushed by it. Russia and China have 
gained prestige and great advantages through our 
abandonment of the Near Eastern countries to Nasser 
influences which is openly backed by Russia, like 
China is in the Far East. 


Russia is now building pressure in the German area. 
Sooner or later shotgun diplomacy will also be used 
there. The Reds are behind the colonial troubles now 
confronting France and England in Africa. As soon 
as those countries move out of Africa the Red influ- 
ences will move in through “friendly independent” 
administrations. 


The new Dictator of Russia has stated that Com- 
munism will advance by “new methods’’; that Cap- 
italism (meaning non-Communist governments) will 
be “wiped out.” Lenin, Stalin and their cabinets of 
world conspirators, operating from Moscow and Pei- 
ping, long ago set the latter part of the twentieth 
century as the time for the final Communist mop-up 
of the old Continent. Their successors believe they 
are now operating on schedule. They are again 
launching forth in South America. The Communist 
leaders predicted that their schedule called for chas- 
ing the U. S. out of Europe, Asia and South Amer- 
ica, isolating the United States from all other areas 
in the world; that by controlling the remainder of 
the world’s raw materials and world trade we will 
be squeezed to death economically in the Red vise. 


Russia has already begun the trade squeeze. 
Through her state-controlled economy she readily 
throws the imports and exports of the combined Red 
empire in any direction chosen. Khrushchev recently 
let the cat out of the bag in this respect when he said: 
“We value foreign trade least for economic reasons, 
and most for political reasons.” 


Tito dared to be critical of Russia’s slaughter of 
the Hungarians. China and each of the Red satel- 
lites immediately withdrew aid and trade from that 
country. Tito then reversed himself.

The Communist countries have 
in recent months demonstrated 
their power to wreck world mar- 
ket prices on aluminum, tin, zinc 
and other major items They are 
fishing for a number of new gains 
at the present, using threats and 
force in the effort to attain them. 
One is trade with the Free world, 
most important of which is the 
United States;, political gains as 
the first step to territorial gains 
in more and more non-Communist 
countries; neutrality in larger countries as the first 
step to the former; U. N. recognition of Red China, 
followed by recognition of other puppet countries so 
as to give Russia definite control in the United Na- 
tions; disarmament of non-Communist powers, terri- 
torial rights in the Arctic and Pacific, and later con- 
trol of Formosa, Korea and finally Japan, Okinawa 
and the Philippines. 


France was warned not to adopt a new Constitution, 
and Germany and France are warned by Russia 
against burying their “traditional hate’; England and 
Japan are warned against maintaining American mili- 
tary and air bases. India has found that Red China’s 
new map includes India’s Bhutan as a part of China. 


Pressure on our immediate area of security is ex- 
pected to be stepped up by the Reds through buildups 
in the South American countries where they have 
already laid the groundwork. 


Russia demands that the U.S.A. forces leave the 
Taiwan straits and abandon the islands to Red China; 
it demands that the U. N. force the big powers, 
France, England and the United States to reduce mil- 
itary budgets upwards of 15% and to disarm; it does 
not include Red China, which has 40 million youths 
presently under military training, a standing army of 
some 6 million men, plus 380,000 soldiers in North 
Korea and a recently built-up armed force in North 
Vietnam. Russia accuses the United States of “fail- 
ure to accept reason,’’ in turning down its recent ulti- 
matum concerning U. S. evacuation of Taiwan Straits, 
a better word would have been “treason.” 


America’s allies are weak, Russia’s allies (China, 
and the Iron Curtain countries) are strong militarily. 
The Red forces are dedicated to destruction of all 
non-Communist countries; the non-Communist coun- 
tries, except the United States, are evidently dedi- 
cated to compromising with the Red powers. Step-by- 
step the Reds spread themselves; step-by-step the 
non-Communist powers through the vehicle of the 
U,. N. surrender more and more territories and power 
to the Reds. 


If constant compromise with the Reds is in the pic- 
ture, that may account for the recently disclosed study 
and report of our armed forces on the subjects of 
“tactical,”’ “‘strategical’’ and “political” surrender “to 
the enemy.’” It may account for the resolution of the 
World Council of Churches (of which the National 
Council of Churches of the U.S.A. is the controlling 
unit) in its meeting in Denmark last month in which 
it urged “‘Christians,’’ in the event of an all-out war, 
to “demand cease-fire, if necessary on the enemy's 
terms.” It may be the reason behind the recently 
announced plan of the Foreign Policy Association — 
to compromise with Red China in the Taiwan Straits 
and to accept it into the United Nations.

Lic files indexes a Paul J. Kern as active in many Red 
fronts and as an attorney for Communists. 

Kern, who now lives in River Vale, New Jersey, and 
practices law in New York City, claims that he has 
held stock in the Railroad for the past 15 years and 
had sought to become a director in 1956. He admitted 
that he held several thousand shares and declared that 
his holdings were “far in excess of those of the di- 
rectors of this Railroad.” He alleges that he was ad- 
vised by Frederic B. Whitman, president of the Rail- 
road, that he would be recommended to the board 
when his holdings reached 5000 shares. He said this 
occurred in June, 1957. 

In his suit Mr. Kern alleges that prior to a direc- 
tors’ meeting in October, 1957, an investigator was 
hired who submitted the report upon which the suit is 
based. He charges that A. J. Hetlinger, Jr., of New 
York, one of the board members and a defendant in 
the suit, “wilfully published this information to the 
board which declined to elect the plaintiff, causing the 
plaintiff great damage to his business and professional 
reputation, in addition to destroying his opportunity 
of becoming a member of the board of directors.” 


Robeson To Reside Outside U.S.A. 


Communist-loving Paul Robeson has announced that 
he is going to make his future home in London. This 
announcement came as a surprise because many as- 
sumed that he would remain in Russia whose praises he 
has sung and whose causes he has defended. 

The Negro singer said that “London will be my 
center, as Hollywood is the center for some British film 
stars. I don’t want any overtones of suggestion that 
I am deserting the country of my birth. If I have a 
concert in New York I will go there and return to 
London.” 

Robeson was denied a U. 8. passport to travel in 
Europe for over nine years because of his Communist 
sympathies, but finally, as a result of a Supreme Court 
decision, was able to get a passport enabling him to 
leave the United States. Robeson had refused to an- 
swer that portion of a State Department question- 
naire which asked about Communist affiliations. He 
began his fight with the State Department in 1950. 
He has been on the front lines fighting for many left- 
wing causes, and in 1952 was awarded the Stalin In- 
ternational Prize. 


Capitalist Taken In By 
Kremlin Dictator 


Cyrus Eaton, of the top echelon of the American 
capitalists and sponsor of the so-called Pugwash Con- 
ferences of Scientists in Canada, has emerged from a 
trip to Russia sold on the idea that the Russians 
should be further embraced by the United States. 
Eaton, who recently blasted the FBI and the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, held a powwow 
in Moscow with the top butcher, Nikita Khrushchev 
and came out of Russia talking like one of Kremlin’s 
chief missionaries. He was quoted in a dispatch from 
Austria as saying, “The time has come for the U. 8S. to 
trade with Russia. It is fortunate that a strong leader 
like Khrushchev is in power there. It is time to deal 
with him.” 

Taking a crack at the leadership of his own country, 
crochety Eaton said, “This is the time to recognize 
that we do not have the perfection in our American 
institutions . . . I say with deep regret that some of 
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1,000,000 Venezuelan Workers in Riots in Caracas 


our influential statesmen at the moment are carried 
away with vanity, truculence and an arrogant willing- 
ness to interfere with the affairs of other countries, 
large and small, including our friends.” 

Khrushchev, between cocktails, sang for Eaton that 
old familiar refrain that the Soviet Union was not in- 
terested in expanding its borders or controlling more 
territories, while at the same time his henchmen were 
supporting the Chinese Reds’ encroachments of Chi- 
nese Nationalists’ territories. 

Eaton expressed the belief that Khrushchev should 
visit the United States and that we should invite the 
evil-making Red here. 

Eaton stopped at Moscow on his way to join four- 
score sicentists from the East and West meeting in 
Austria. The conferences have come to be known as 
“The Pugwash” conferences because the first one was 
held at Eaton’s Nova Scotia estate which bears that 
name. To which we add “hogwash.” 


Alien Criminals, Dope 
Peddlers, Reds 


A 34% increase in the number of deportations has 
been reported for the last year by Immigration Com- 
missioner Joseph M. Swing. For the fiscal year which 
ended July 1, Commissioner Swing reports that de- 
portations totaled 7,253. Among this group were 590 
criminals, 185 narcotics law violators, 125 on immoral 
charges and 125 as mental or physical defectives. Five 
subversive aliens were also deported. 

Congress adjourned without taking action on legis- 
lation which would remove the handicaps under which 
the Immigration service operates in connection with 
deportation. Under present laws aliens can escape 
deportation for many years through the use of court 
maneuvers. Legislation to curb this practice was in- 
troduced after the furore created by the sudden de- 
portation of William Heikkila of San Francisco. Heik- 
kila, a former Communist, was whisked off to his native 
Finland by Immigration authorities who grew weary 
of their deportation efforts which Heikkila had thwart- 
ed for eleven years. Heikkila was returned to this 
country when Immigration authorities were threatened 
with court action. 

Commissioner Swing revealed that in addition to the 
five subversive aliens deported, there are 32 other ac- 
cused subversives now fighting deportation orders and 
251 others are enabled to stay in this country be-

cause their native countries refuse to grant them entry 
permits. 

Lena Davis, active California Red, and Jean Kramer, 
reported as a party worker in San Francisco, are the 
latest targets of the deportation drive. Proceedings 
have been started against them. Deportation orders 
have been issued against Curt Leopold Ponger and Otto 
Verber who have been convicted of conspiring to de- 
liver U. S. defense secrets to Soviet agents. Ponger 
was also denaturalized. 

Attempts are also under way to rid the country of 
some of the gangleaders of the present era including 
members of the Mafia outfit. Two deportation targets 
in this category are Russell Buffalino of Pittston, 
Penna., and Simone Scozzari of Los Angeles. Both 
men attended the notorious “crime convention” of 
Mafia leaders at Appalachian, New York, November 
14th. State police broke up that meeting. 

Some aliens beat jail terms by choosing deportation. 
This was the case of Shim 8. Long, 28-year-old son of 
a Chinese Communist who chose deportation in pref- 
erence to serving a 205-day jail term. 

Long had been fined $2075 and given the 205-day 
jail sentence after pleading guilty to over 40 unan- 
swered traffic summons in New York. Long is the 
son of Lung Yun, one-time general for Nationalists 
who handed over Yunnan Province to the Communists 
and as a reward was made vice chairman of the Na- 
tional Defense Council of the Communist regime. 

Aliens will find it easier to adjust their status once 
they gain entrance to the United States, as the result 
of a bill enacted during the last session of Congress. 
This legislation permits them to adjust their legal 
status without going through the traditional process 
of leaving and re-entering the United States. 

Immigration authorities indicate that during the 
last year more than 7000 aliens went to Canada, picked 
up a visa and then returned to the United States, and 
in this manner met the requirements for change of 
status. Under the new law they can stay here in this 
country while the Department of Justice adjusts their 
status. 

The question may now be asked whether the Inter- 
national Rescue Committee may be picking up some 
of the work of the Red-labeled Committee for lrotec- 
tion of Foreign Born which has been cited as a sub- 
versive front. The Rescue Committee jumped into ac- 
tion protesting the forcible return of a Polish seaman 
to his ship at sea. A communication of protest was 
sent to the Attorney General by Angier Biddle Duke, 
president of the organization. He attacked the action 
of the Immigration authorities, charging that it ap- 
peared to be “a disservice to our tradition of offer- 
ing a haven to those who escape from totalitarian tyr- 
anny.” The alien seaman is Richard Eibel, son of a 
former Polish naval officer. He jumped ship in New 
York. 


Security Closes Door to Red Snoopers 


Six Red scientists who came to this country to at- 
tend the 13th annual convention of instrument-auto- 
mation conference sponsored by the Instrument So- 
ciety of America, have been thwarted in their desire 
to make a nation-wide tour of American industrial 
plants. The Communist representatives are: Alek- 
sander M. Letov, Boris N. Naumov, Aleksander M. 
Petrovsky, Aleksander B. Chelyustkin, Peter B. Spy- 
chuk and Aleksander Ignatiev. The Communist rep- 
resentatives were granted ten-day visas through the 
American Embassy in Moscow several weeks ago, but 
just before sailing for the United States they asked 
that the visas be extended to three weeks additional.

On September 6, 1958, Chou En-lai, Premier of the 
State Council of the People’s (Communist) Republic of 
China issued a statement on the situation in the Taiwan 
(Formosa) area. 

“On September 4, 1958, Secretary of State Dulles, un- 
der the authorization of U. S. President Eisenhower, is- 
sued a statement openly threatening to expand U. S. ag- 
gression against the People’s Republic of China in the 
Taiwan Strait area and carrying out war provocation, 
thereby aggravating the tension in this area created by 
the United States and seriously jeopardizing the peace of 
the Far East and the World... . 

“Taiwan and the Penghu Islands have been China’s 
territories from ancient times. Following the Second 
World War, they were restored to China after being oc- 
cupied for a period of time. The exercise by the Chinese 
people of their sovereign right to liberate these areas is 
entirely China’s internal affair... . 

“All so-called treaties concluded between the United 
States and the Chiang Kai-shek clique, and all related 
resolutions adopted by the U. S. Congress are null and 
void as far as the Chinese people are concerned. They 
can never legalize U. S. aggression. . . . 

“The Chinese people’s determination to liberate their 
own territory of Taiwan and the Penghu Islands is un- 
shakable. In particular the Chinese people cannot toler- 
ate the presence in their inland waters along the mainland 
of an immediate threat posed by such coastal islands as 
Quemoy and Matsu. No war provocations of the United 
States can cow the Chinese people. .. .” 

BUT — when we look beyond the Big Lie, here are the 
Facts, as presented by the President of the United States: 

“On the morning of August 23 the Chinese Communists 
opened a severe bombardment of Quemoy, an island in 
the Formosa Straits off the China Coast. Another island 
in the same area, Matsu, was also attacked. These two 
islands have always been a part of Free China — never 
under Communist control. . . . 

“But this is not the first time that the Chinese Com- 
munists have acted in this way. In 1950 they attacked 
and tried to conquer the Republic of Korea... . In 1953 
and 1954 the Chinese Communists took an active part 
in the war in Indochina against Viet-Nam. In the fall of 
1954 they attacked Quemoy and Matsu. . . 

“Since then, for about four years, Chinese Communists 
have not used force for aggressive purposes. ... We had 
hoped that the Chinese Communists were becoming peace- 
ful — but it seems not. . . . We have the statements, the 
boastings of the Chinese Communists themselves. They 
frankly say that their present military effort is part of a 
program to conquer Formosa... . 

“In this effort the Chinese Communists and the Soviet 
Union appear to be working hand in hand... . I received 
a long letter on this subject from Prime Minister Khrush- 
chev. He warned the United States against helping its 
allies in the Western Pacific. He said that we should not 
support the Republic of China and the Republic of Korea. 
He contended that we should desert them, return all of our 
naval forces to our home bases and leave our friends in 
the Far East to face, alone, the combined power of the 
Soviet Union and Communist China. . 
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State Department officials who advised them that the 
extensions were not immediately sanctioned, said that 
the facts would be examined. 

It is understood that State Department action is 
based on an earlier agreement entered into with the 
Soivet Union early this year providing that visits of 
scientists of the two countries should be on a recip- 
rocal basis both as to length of time and as to the 
number of visitors. 


Leftwing New Deal Endorses 
Leftist Politicians 


The leftwing New Deal Democrats, Americans for 
Democratic Action has issued its report, for whatever 
it is worth, on its estimation of the 85th Congress 
which just adjourned. As might be expected, liberal 
Senators got a pat on the back for following ADA’s 
line consistently. They are Senators John Carroll 
(Colo.), Paul H. Douglas (Tll.), John F. Kennedy 
(Mass.), Pat McNamara (Mich.), Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey (Minn.), Thomas C. Hennings (Mo.), Stuart 
Symington (Mo.), Mike Mansfield (Mont.), Wayne 
Morse (Ore.), John O. Pastore (R.I.), Henry M. Jack- 
son (Wash.) and William Proxmire (Wis.). 

Running true to form, the ADA gave a zero rating 
for liberal causes to such Republican stalwarts as 
Henry C. Dworshak (Idaho)), Senator William E. 
Jenner (Ind.), Senator Carl T. Curtis (Neb.), and 
Senator John W. Bricker (Ohio). 

ADA points out that the average Democratic Sen- 
ator supported its liberal position 84% of the time. 

Of the Congress as a whole, ADA said it would be 
“incorrect to call it a ‘do nothing Congress’ it was 
constructive but —in the context of 1958 — meager.” 

ADA consoled itself with the claim that during this 
last session there was “a widening of the liberal-con- 
servative gap between the two parties.” 

Rapping the President, ADA said the Congressional 
leadership was not entirely responsible for the record 
of the session because it “labored under the handicap 
of a President unable or unwilling to give the leader- 
ship especially required in times like these.”

the numerous Communist papers beat out a line twisted 
to create hatred for America. Their audience in- 
cludes thousands of intelligent citizens from work- 
men in factories to intellectuals. The message car- 
ried is often in the form of a violent tirade remind- 
ful of the hatred the Nazis once heaped on the Jews. 
Everything American comes under attack. Every- 
thing, that is, with one exception— American card- 
carrying Communists who are treated as real heroes. 

French conservative opinion is uncompromisingly 
opposed to the native Communists. Most French lib- 
erals also know the Communist Party cannot be 
trusted, that it slavishly follows the Moscow line and 
has repeatedly sabotaged reforms that would have 
helped the very workers it is supposed to champion. 
But non-Communists in France make little effort to 
counter or contain the anti-American effusions. They 
are more likely to apologize with despair or resig- 
nation. 

In all of Europe, as in France, the United States 
has had to start out by conceding the Communist 
parties two big advantages. First, Communist propa- 
ganda is by nature hit-and-run. Its dispensers do not 
worry about being answered because they know a fair 
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and painstaking reply is seldom a match for an un- 
fair attack especially when they have been able to 
choose the champs de mar, Second, Communist prop- 
agandists observe no scruples. They can recite one 
line in one country and preach another elsewhere. 

As if these handicaps weren’t enough, the United 
States has hamstrung itself in the propaganda war by 
relying too heavily on its foreign aid. As an effective 
antidote to Communist propaganda the aid program 
has been expensive and not altogether ringed with 
success. In some cases the Communists have been 
able to make our giveaway boomerang. In the strug- 
gle for the European mind the Soviets have talked — 
and lied, about ideas while keeping their pocketbooks 
closed. They have made essentially a moralistic ap- 
peal to non-Communists. They have tried to give the 
impression that they are the idealists of the world. 

The United States, on the other hand, has flashed 
a lot of money and given things away. The Commu- 
nist counterattack simply has been to say, “Americans 
are materialists who are trying to buy Europe.” What- 
ever the value of foreign aid, it has not and is not 
winning popularity for the United States and, in some 
instances, has been an indirect source of anti-Amer- 
ican feeling. 

Recently a leading French journalist, Raymond 
Cartier, writing in the Paris Match, candidly advised 
Americans: 

“There would be less anti-Americanism in the world 
if America abandoned her philanthropic aspirations, 
her Santa Claus vocation ... and, at last, followed 
openly and intelligently the politics of her own self 
interest.” 

Europeans who know the United States well have 
long been impressed with America’s spiritual, as well 
as her physical assets. Historically and traditionally 
the United States has been a source of inspiration for 
people in other countries. But in Europe since the 
war Americans have become apologists. 

America has always been materialy strong, yet our 
greatest wealth has been anchored in our spiritual 
resources. In Europe the United States has been in 
the fight with the wrong arm tied behind its back. 
Instead of giving money away, Americans would be 
wiser to be generous with their stock of the ideas and 
ideals of freedom, human dignity, and faith in God. 
Only in this way will the struggle with Communism 
for the greatest prize of all, the human mind, be finally 
won.

humbled France. The paranoiac dictator’s creed of 
immorality is summed up in his own words: “We... 
have no use for . . . stupid scruples about benevolence, 
righteousness and morality in war... The main form 
of struggle in war, the main form of organization is 
the army . . . without armed struggle there would be 
no place for the proletariat; there will be no place 
for the Communist Party, and there will be no victory 
in revolution .. .” 

When the Red Army fights, it fights not merely for 
the sake of fighting, but to agitate the masses, to 
organize them, to arm them, and to help them estab- 
lish revolutionary political power.” 

He has repeatedly written that the enemy of Red 
China and the entire Communist World is the United 
States. “The great friendship of the Peoples of China 
and the Soviet Union is inviolable. China has already 
built up an indestructible friendship with the great 
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Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the peoples 
democracies; the friendship between our people and 
peace-loving people throughout the world is growing 
day by day...” And as the shells burst on the tiny 
islands of Amoy and Quemoy as they did in Korea and 
Viet Nam ... the free world does not have to wonder 
about the cunning, artful foes and their diabolitical 
philosophies. 

One wonders if the patience of the free world can 
be as great as that of the die-hard Communisis .. . or 
will the free nations of the world have the courage 
and the tenacity to defend their God-given rights and 
principles. 

Time alone will tell.

white flower overtook Nancy Hanks Lincoln. She 
was thirty-five. 

While other neighbor women helped Mrs. Richard- 
son lay out his mother, Abraham sat in the doorway 
sobbing. He was whittling wooden pegs. This time 
he and his father were making a coffin of seasoned 
black cherry logs they had removed from a wall of the 
pole house. 

Thomas whip-sawed the logs into planks and worked 
down their surfaces with his jackplane. He ran sensi- 
tive fingers along the wood to test for smoothness. 
Today he could not see much with his good eye for 
there was a mist in it and all was blurred. When he 
had shaped and smoothed everything the best he could, 
he used Abraham’s pegs to pin the boards together. 

The coffin was finished. And Thomas laid Nancy in 
it and pegged down the lid. 

Reuben Grigsby, Sr., drove up with a yoke of oxen 
hitched to a mudsled and stopped at the doorway. 
Neighbors put the black cherry coffin on the sled. 
Grigsby quietly goaded the oxen. And Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln moved out onto the trail and into the valley. 

Abraham and Thomas and Sarah and Dennis Hanks 
followed her. Around glistening salt licks and through 
patches of white-flowered deadly snakeroot the mourn- 
ers walked, unmindful of the yellow leaves of the 
hickory and maple, of the sweet gum turned red, of 
the sumac turned scarlet. The only sounds were the 
padding of the oxen and the grating of dry earth 
under the sled runners. 

It was a quarter of a mile to the hilltop. 

The mudsled stopped at-an open grave along side 
the new mound over Mrs. Brooner. Peter Brooner 
and his two sons, Henry and Allen, stood there. Near- 
by was William Roberts who had helped dig Mrs. 
Lincoln’s grave. Under a big whiteoak tree stood 
Abraham’s two playmates, Joseph Gentry and Na- 
thaniel Grigsby. 

The coffin sank into the earth. Clods thudded on 
the lid. The thudding muted; died away. The pit 
closed and built up into a mound. 

Peter Brooner reached across the new grave, took 
Thomas Lincoln’s hand and said, “We are brothers, 
now.” 

Thomas nodded. 

The Lincolns and Dennis Hanks walked back down 
the mudsled trail to the silent house on the knoll. 

It was sunset and Abraham stood in the doorway 
watching the hilltop fade in the twilight. Darkness 
fell across the valley and blackened even the yellowest 
leaves and the reddest leaves. A night wind arose 
and passed over the Lincoln cabin. There was a sound 
in the wind as if a wayfarer were humming “Come 
Thou Fount of Every Blessing,’ Mrs, Lincoln’s fa- 
vorite hymn: 


“Praise the mount — O, fix me on it! 
Mount of God’s unchanging love.” 

After a little while Abraham selected a piece of 
sandstone and carved it into a marker, He placed it 
on his mother’s grave. 

Fall went. Winter snows and spring rains broke 
the drought and made the shadow flee. The earth was 
greening and cows foraged again on the high ground. 
And now annual funeral day was at hand. 

Wanting to do something more for his mother, 
Abraham decided to ask her former pastor, Reverend 
David Elkin, living over in Kentucky to preach the 
sermon. He worked out a letter and sent it to Mr. 
Elkin. 

On Saturday before the first Sunday in June, 1819, 
the day set for the mass funeral, Reverend Elkin en- 
tered the Pigeon Creek community, riding a sorrel 
horse and smoking a pipe. He was a big man, red 
haired, red whiskered. He had ridden a hundred miles 
to answer ten-year-old Abraham’s plea. He could be 
heard preaching a quarter of a mile off, said Dennis 
Hanks. 

Annual funeral day was calm and sunny. Two 
hundred mourners gathered in front of the Lincoln 
home. They had come from twenty miles in every 
direction in ox-carts, riding two and three on a horse, 
walking, carrying their shoes. 

As Reverend Elkin, Thomas, Sarah, Abraham and 
Dennis stepped outside the cabin, the people drew 
back and formed a lane. The preacher, the Lincolns 
and Hanks walked through the lane, down the trail 
and into the valley. The mourners followed, making 
a long and solemn procession to the hilltop where snow 
and rain had sunk last autumn’s graves. 

Reverend Elkin took his place at the foot of Mrs. 
Lincoln’s grave. Thomas, Abraham and Sarah stood 
facing him. Dennis Hanks, the Brooner family and 
others waited near their own dead. 

Mr. Elkin prayed in a loud voice; lined-out a hymn 
and the people joined in singing it. He began his 
sermon by calling Mrs. Lincoln a “precious Christian 
woman,” “an example of true womanhood.” He used 
her for the theme of his sermon. And when he had 
eulogized Uncle Tom, Aunt Betsy and the other vic- 
tims of the milksick epidemic, he ended the annual 
services, The mourners shook hands with him and 
with one another and left the hilltop. 

The sun went down and the afterglow burnished 
the hill and the knoll and the mudsled trail between 
them. 

Again Abraham stood in the doorway. Beyond the 
valley the earthy body of his mother was fixed on the 
mount forever. Yet her quickening spirit came forth 
and folded about Abraham and remained with him. 

“IT remember her prayers and they have clung to 
me all my life,’ said President Lincoln. “All that I 
am, or hope to be, I owe to my angel mother.”

it was then. For those brave souls stated that it is 
“... at all times, our indispensable duty devoutly to 
acknowledge His superintending providence, espe- 
cially in times of impending danger and public calam- 
ity, to reverence and adore His immutable justice as 
well as to implore His merciful interposition for our 
deliverance.” 

The members of Congress urged all Americans to 
pray “that these Colonies may be ever under the care 
and protection of a kind Providence and be prospered 
in all their interests; that the divine blessing may 
descend and rest upon all our civil rulers and upon

the Representatives of the people in their several As- 
semblies and Conventions, that they may be directed 
to wise and effectual measures for securing the just 
rights and privileges of the Colonies; that virtue and 
true religion may revive and flourish throughout our 
land; and that America may soon behold a gracious 
interposition of Heaven . and that her civil and 
religious privileges may be secured to the latest pos- 
terity.”

inflation and economic problems, peace campaigns, 
free trade with all countries, and free cultural inter- 
change with People’s [Communist] Democracies.” 


Chronological examination of events in Latin Amer- 
ica from the date of publicizing of the “Secret Pro- 
gram for Communist Action in Latin America,” shows 
a startling parallelism between the program and the 
action from 1954 to date. 

There has been Communist infiltration into, and 
organization of, labor unions, throughout Latin Amer- 
ica. There has been frequent use of the genera! strike 
technique to paralyze production. There has been 
considerable sabotage, rioting and sedition. The eco- 
nomic agitational campaigns have been directed at 
“Yankee imperialism,” foreign “colonialism,” capital- 
istic “oppression,” yankee “exploitation” and all the 
other sloganeering of recognized Communist agitation. 
There has been infiltration of political parties by 
Communists masquerading under other ideological 
identifications. There has been emphasis on fomenta- 
tion of strikes. 

There has been identification of Communist leader- 
ship within the various Latin American countries 
and regionally from Mexico southward, and procla- 
mations and “action directives” from underground 
leadership of illegal Communist parties. 

Public declaration by World Communist leadership 
concerning the Red drive in South America was made 
at the 20th World Congress of the Communist Party, 
held in Moscow, February 14-28, 1956. Nikita Khrush- 
chev, No. 1 spokesman for the Kremlin oligarchy, ad- 
dressing the Red Congress, said, in the section of his 
speech covering Latin America: 

“The national liberation movement has gained 
strength in Brazil, Chile and other Latin American 
countries. Some countries . .. of South America 
continue to remain in colonial or semi-colonial de- 
pendence. They are still kept as agrarian raw ma- 
terial appendages of the imperialist countries . . 
“The American monopolies, utilizing their dominat- 
ing position in the Central and South American 
countries, have molded the economies of many of 
them in a distorted, one-sided way, extremely dis- 
advantageous for the population. They are shack- 
ling them with heavy chains of economic depend- 
@nce 
“They also have recourse to new forms of colonial 
enslavement under the guise of so-called ‘aid’ to 
under-developed countries, which bring colossal 
profits to the colonialists ... 
“Naturally ‘aid’ to under-developed countries is 
granted on definite political terms — terms provid- 
ing for their integration into aggressive military 
blocs, the conclusion of joint military pacts, and 
support for American foreign policy aimed at world 
domination or ‘world leadership’ as the American 
imperialists themselves call it . . .” 


But the most important documentation of World 
Communism’s determination was the 12th paragraph 
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of the offiieal resolutions of the 20th World Congress, 
pledging World Communist support to the movement 
to “disintegrate the imperialist colonial system” — 
previously described as centering in Africa and South 
America. That paragraph stated: 
“The National liberation struggle of the colonial 
and semi-colonial peoples has been crowned with 
great victories in the past decade. More than 1.2 
billion people or half the world’s population have 
been freed from colonial or semi-colonial depend- 
ence. THE COMPLETE ABOLITION OF THE 
SYSTEM OF COLONIALISM HAS NOW BEEN 
PUT ON THE AGENDA.” 
In summation: 


World Communism’s Latin American Bureau, in 
1954, laid down a specific program for Communist 
tactics in Latin America. 

For two and a half years subordinate Communist 
parties in Latin America have striven to carry out 
the directive. 

Then on February 24, 1956, the high command of 
World Communist Imperialism directed Communist 
forces throughout the world to recognize that COM- 
PLETE ABOLITION of the Colonial system had been 
put on the World Communist agenda. 

That is the background. In the past year we have 
seen how effective the program has been. 

The Ten Billion Dollar stake means $62.50 for every 
man, woman and child in the United States, on a per 
capita basis.

TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS 


By WALTER 8S. STEELE 


The Communist Party of the U. S. A. held its 39th 
anniversary jubilee in Carnegie Hall, N.Y.C., two 
weeks ago The Red affair was made the occasion 
for considerable breast-beating in that the U. S, Su- 
preme Court in some thirty or more decisions had 
freed all of the top leaders of the Party from convic- 
tion under State Sedition Acts and many of them 
from conviction under the Federal sedition act, com- 
monly known as the Smith Act. 

As Communist Party bigwigs gathered from 
throughout the nation, messages of greeting and fra- 
ternal brotherhood, plus more breast-beating, poured 
in from Communist Parties from throughout the world. 
Moscow bigwigs cabled greeting and a “yours for the 
revolution’; the Red Chinese Communist killers also 
cabled long greetings and “yours for the revolution,” 
calling on American Communists to condemn the 
U.S.A. for interference in the Formosan squabble. 
The Communist Parties of India, Netherland, New 
Zealand, Canada, Norway, France, Great Britain, Ar- 
gentina, Peru, Germany and numerous other coun- 
tries flowed into the party headquarters in New York 
City Moscow's greeting noted with glee that the 
“American Party is getting more steeled."’ It included 
“fraternal greetings’’ and praised its American pup- 
pets with “Long live the CP-USA.” Red China's 
greeting Was a propaganda vehicle, rampaging against 
U.S.A. “interventions’ in the Near East and in the 
Far East against ‘“‘peaceful’’ China, and “‘peaceloving”’ 
Egypt and Lebanon. 

A new mouthpiece of the world Communist Parties 
has appeared on the American scene. It is known as 
the “World Marxist Review,”’ an English language 
magazine, published in Toronto, Canada, but with 
main headquarters in Prague. It is supposedly a 
“theoretical and information journal” of the “Com- 
munist and Workers Parties of the world.”” The Eng- 
lish edition is published by a dummy setup known as 
Progress Books, 924 King St., West, Toronto, Canada. 

Recent word from Communist (East) Germany is 
to the effect that several top Communist intellectuals 
have been bounced from the party and imprisoned 
because of their “‘revolutionarism.’’ That's the pay- 
off, a revolutionary Communist being too revolution- 
ary for the revolutionists. In the United States, the 
National Committee of the Communist Party of the 
U.S.A., at about the same time, denounced ‘“‘an ultra- 
left factional group’ within its party folds, which the 
National Committee describes as a “Conference for 
Marxist-Leninist Action’’ held in New York City in 
August. 

The National Committee named specifically Harry 
Haywood, Armando Roman, Ted Allen and Joe 
Dougher as the “ring leaders’’ of the new faction 
whom they hold out the threat of purging. The party 
in denouncing the new “factional grouping” did not 
label them as ‘‘Trotskyists’’ which used to be the dir- 
tiest word they could use in smearing an offspring, 
this time the dirty word is ‘“‘Titoist,’’ claiming ‘‘there 
are only two legitimate parties’’ in the world, “Tito 
and Communist.” 

Communist Party leaders are confidentially holding 
their secret Committee meetings in New York City at 
350 W. 110th. 

Also confidentially the members of a “Draft Com- 
mittee’’ set up by the National Committee of the 
Communist Party to prepare a “Basic Program” for 
the consideration of the recent National convention in 
N.Y.C., included: Charlene Alexander, James S. Allen, 


(Secretary), Herbert Aptheker, Alexander Bittleman, 
Martin Chancey, Eugene Dennis, Betty Gannett, Si- 
mon Gerson, James E,. Jackson, Claude Lightfoot, Hy- 
man Lumer, George Morris, Burt Nelson, Pettis Per- 
ry, Al Richmond, Pat Toohey, William Weinstone, 
James West, and Carl Winter. This Committee met 
secretly at 23 West 26th, in New York City prior to 
the recent 39th convention. 

Communist Party Chairman of New York section, 
Benjamin Davis, aspiring for the election to the State 
Senate in N. Y., obtained 5988 signatures to get him- 
self on the ballot as a “Peoples Rights Party” candi- 
date, that being the camouflage title for political Com- 
munists these days, but was ruled off the ballot when 
it was determined that all but 967 signatures came 
from people not registered or living without the dis- 
trict from which the signatures were required. Da- 
vis’ attorney, David Friedman, argued that the Board 
had no right to act on the petition because of a va- 
eancy on the Board. 

The U.S.A.'’s Government-financed ‘“‘Voice of Amer- 
ica’’ has finally conceded that it is no match for the 
worldwide Communist propaganda forces, due par- 
tially to the fact that the Red countries are able to 
black out the U.S.A. broadcasts by static and secondly 
it might be said, because the Reds are masterminds 
at deceit, trickery and not adverse to the big lie tech- 
nique, also are skilled psychologists, knowing how to 
promote hatred and alarm. 

The Soviet Union and its satellites are spending 
some $1 billion annually in their propaganda drives. 
They lock out all outside propaganda from their own 
people and turn their own on the outside world. The 
technique of Red propaganda is entirely different 
from ours, they play down the non-Communist gov- 
ernments, picture them as “imperialists, robbers, 
etc.""; we play on the better things of life instead of 
making direct appeals to the greed of the audiences. 

Paul Robeson, negro singer, who recently through 
Court procedures, forced the State Department to 
issue him a passport, is in Europe, where he now 
says he will reside. This is not the first time the 
pro-Communist has left the U.S.A. to take up abode 
elsewhere. He once gave up his residence here to 
reside in Moscow for several years. 

Twenty American university students are now in 
Russia where they will take up studies in Communist 
colleges for a nine-month period. 

Anna Louise Strong, of the U.S.A. is now back in 
Moscow where she formerly edited the Moscow News. 
She has been cowtowing to Nina Popova, the feminine 
organizer and leader of Kremlin fronts in outside 
countries. Popova was the engineer of the World 
Federation of Democratic Women, a Moscow cold-war 
tool. She now heads the chain of ‘Friendship and 
Cultural Relations Councils’’ operating out of Mos- 
cow in 64 non-Communist countries, including the 
U.S.A. She is also head of the “Soviet Peace Com- 
mittee,’ which recently engineered the “Stockholm 
Peace Conference."" The ‘“peace’’ council is financed 
by the Soviet government and the Orthodox Church 
of Russia to the extent of 600,000 rubles annually 
from the latter. 

One hundred and sixty delegates from the U.S.A. 
attended the sixth World Youth Festival in Moscow 
early this year. Plans are being made for 1000 dele- 
gates to its July, 59, Vienna meet. Rachael Schlittner 
is promoter.
